CAMERON 


The  Family  in  Scotland 

Jj  HE  surname  Cameron  is  derived  from  the 
IQ  i  Gaelic  Cam-shron,  cam  meaning  winding 
/  i  or  crooked  and  shron  meaning  nose,  there- 
fore,  crooked  or  hooked  nose,  which  is 
said  to  have  been  a  characteristic  of  an  early  chief 
of  the  clan  Cameron  in  Scotland.  There  is  a  tradition 
in  the  clan  that  their  ancestor,  a  younger  son  of  one 
of  the  Kings  of  Denmark,  assisted  in  the  restoration 
of  Fergus  II  in  404  and  was  called  Cameron  from  his 
crooked  nose.  Allan,  surnamed  MacOchtry,  or  son 
of  Uchtrid,  according  to  the  same  tradition,  was 
chief  of  the  Camerons  in  the  time  of  Robert  II.  The 
clan  originally  had  its  seat  in  Lochabar,  and  appears 
to  have  been  connected  with  the  house  of  Islay  in  the 
time  of  Robert  Bruce  from  whom  Angus  Og  received 
the  grant  of  Lochabar.  Lochiel  and  Locharkaig  on 
the  west  side  of  Lochy  were  granted  by  the  Lord  of 
the  Isles  to  Ranald,  said  to  be  the  founder  of  the 
clan,  and  passed  from  him  to  his  descendants.  The 
clan  appears  to  have  been  originally  divided  into 
three  Septs:  1.  The  Camerons  or  MacMartins  of 
Letterfinlay;  2.  The  Camerons  or  Macquillonies  of 
Strone;  and  3.  The  Camerons  or  Macsorlies  of 
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Glennevis.  The  Camerons  of  Strone  were  the 
ancestors  of  those  of  Lochiel. 

Donald  Dhu,  grandson  of  Allan  MacOchtry, 
the  first  chief  of  the  clan  of  whom  there  is  definite 
record,  headed  the  clan  at  the  battle  of  Harlaw  in 
1411  and  from  him  the  Camerons  received  the 
patronymic  of  MacDhonnill  Duibh,  or  MacConnel 
Duy,  the  son  of  Black  Donald. 

Donald  Dhu  married  an  heiress  of  MacMartin  of 
Letterfinlay  and  acquired  her  property.  He  left  two 
sons,  Allan  who  succeeded  him  and  Ewen  who  is 
generally  regarded  as  the  progenitor  of  the  Camerons 
of  Strone.  Allan  left  two  sons,  John  and  Ewen. 

Ewen  married  (first)  a  daughter  of  Celestine  of 
Lochalsh.  His  eldest  son  and  heir,  Donald,  died  before 
him  between  the  years  1536  and  15  39.  He  married 
(second)  Marjory,  daughter  of  Lachlan,  and  grand¬ 
daughter  of  Malcolm  Mackintosh  of  Mackintosh.  He 
had  two  sons,  Ewen,  the  progenitor  of  the  family  of 
Erracht,  and  John,  progenitor  of  the  Camerons  of 
Kin-Lochiel.  Ewen  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson, 
Eoghan  Beag  (Little  Ewen),  who  was  the  father  of 
the  famous  Black  Tailor  of  the  Axe. 

Sir  Ewen  Cameron  was  born  in  1629.  He  married 
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(first)  Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  James  MacDonald, 
first  Baronet  of  Sleat;  (second)  Isabel,  daughter  of 
Sir  Lachlan  Maclean  of  Duart  and  (third)  Jane, 
daughter  of  Colonel  David  Barclay  of  Urie.  He  died 
in  1719,  age  ninety.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
John,  who  married  Isabel,  daughter  of  Campbell  of 
Lochnell,  and  had  two  sons,  Donald,  who  succeed¬ 
ed  him,  and  John  of  Fassiefern,  who  died  in  1747 
or  1748. 

Donald,  son  of  John,  known  as  "The  Gentle 
Lochiel,”  followed  Prince  Charles  and  suffered  with 
him.  After  Culloden  he  escaped  to  France,  where  he 
died  in  1748.  He  was  succeeded  as  chief  by  his  son, 
John,  who  in  turn  was  succeeded  by  his  brother, 
Charles.  Charles  died  in  1776  and  was  succeeded  by 
his  son,  Donald,  who  died  in  1832.  Donald  was  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  his  son,  Donald,  who  died  in  18  59  and  he 
was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Donald,  who  died  in  190  5. 
His  son,  Sir  Donald  Walter  Cameron  of  Lochiel, 
K.  T.,  was  the  twenty-fifth  Chief  of  the  Clan 
Cameron. 


Cameron  of  Erracht 

Members  of  this  family  were  called  Sliochd 
Eoghain  ’ic  Eoghain,  or  "the  children  of  Ewen,  son 
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of  Ewen.”  The  first  known  representative  of  the 
clan  Cameron  of  Erracht  was  Ewen,  son  of  Ewen  by 
his  second  wife,  Marjory  Mackintosh. 

Donald  Cameron,  seventh  of  Erracht,  was  born 
shortly  before  the  Rising  of  1715.  He  joined  Prince 
Charles  and,  under  Lochiel,  was  second  in  command 
of  the  Camerons  at  the  historic  Glenfinnan. 

After  the  fatal  Culloden,  Cameron  of  Erracht  fled 
to  the  mountains  and  was  for  three  years  a  homeless 
wanderer.  He  had  four  children,  the  eldest  of  whom 
was  afterwards  the  famous  Sir  Allan  Cameron  of 
Erracht,  K.  C.  B.,  who  in  1793  raised  the  79th 
regiment,  known  as  the  Cameron  Highlanders.  He 
was  appointed  Lieutenant-Colonel  Commandant  and 
led  the  79th  through  the  severe  campaigns  in 
Flanders,  1794-9  5,  until  it  embarked  for  the  West 
Indies.  In  1797  the  battalion  was  broken  up  and  210 
joined  the  Black  Watch.  Colonel  Cameron  and  his 
officers  repaired  to  the  Highlands  and  in  1798  raised 
a  second  79th  regiment,  comprising  780  men.  In 
1804  he  formed  a  second  battalion,  800  strong.  After 
taking  part  in  many  campaigns  in  foreign  parts,  he 
retired  from  active  service  and  died  at  Fulham  in 
1828. 

What  is  known  as  the  "Erracht  Cameron  Tartan” 
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was  especially  designed  for  the  79  th  Cameron  High¬ 
landers  by  Mrs.  Cameron  of  Erracht  (Sir  Allan’s 
mother),  a  daughter  of  Ranald  MacDonell  of 
Keppoch,  who  by  blending  the  tartan  of  the  Mac¬ 
Donalds’  with  that  of  the  Camerons’  solved  the 
difficulty  which  presented  itself,  and  in  this  way  the 
sentiment  of  both  clans  was  respected. 

The  present  chieftain  (193  5),  Captain  Ludovick 
Cameron  of  Erracht,  resides  in  Kent.

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The  Family  in  America 

Sir  John  Cameron  settled  in  Esopus,  New  York, 
and  was  the  first  of  the  line  hereinafter  followed  to 
make  his  home  in  America.  He  was  born  in  Scotland 
but  nothing  definite  is  known  of  his  ancestry.  The 
family  tradition,  that  he  was  pressed  into  the  British 
military  service  when  about  eighteen  years  of  age  and 
sent  to  the  American  colonies,  taking  part  for  three 
years  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  and  present  at 
the  Fall  of  Quebec  under  General  Wolfe,  seems  to  be 
clearly  established  by  letters  in  possession  of  his 
descendants  and  by  other  documentary  evidence. 

The  following  letter,  dated  December,  1925,  ad¬ 
dressed  to  Gouverneur  Millspaugh  from  Edward 
Cameron,  both  of  Wallkill,  New  York,  is  now  in  the 
possession  of  Dr.  Edward  Cameron  Thompson  of 
Newburgh,  New  York: 

"You  were  very  thoughtful  in  sending  me  our  grand¬ 
father’s  Bible  for  which  when  but  a  youth  I  made  diligent 
search.  *  *  *  *  Probably  you  will  be  interested  to  know 
that  our  Grandfather  Cameron  had  two  brothers,  John  and 
Angus.  I  remember  John.  They  all  were  grandsons  of 
Sir  John  Cameron  who  came  to  this  country  in  the  British 
Army,  1756-1758,  with  Scottish  Lancers,  who  were 
mounted  men.  Sir  John  won  some  distinction  at  the  Battle 
of  Quebec,  September  13,  1769,  and  was  knighted  by  King 
George  III  and  was  given  a  grant  of  land  where  the  city 
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of  Rochester  now  stands.  Sir  John  remained  loyal  to  the 
King  during  the  Revolutionary  War  but  did  not  act  either 
for  or  against  the  King.  Sir  John  settled  in  Esopus,  now 
Kingston,  New  York,  and  when  General  Clinton  was  on 
his  way  up  the  Hudson  to  relieve  Burgoyne  at  Saratoga, 
General  Clinton  stopped  at  Esopus  and  burned  the  village. 
Through  the  intervention  between  Sir  John  and  General 
Clinton,  his  house  and  some  of  his  neighbors’  houses  were 
saved.  Sir  John  had  three  brothers  who  came  to  this 
country,  Simon,  Angus  and  Alexander,  and  two  later  left. 
One  went  to  Steuben  County,  this  state,  and  the  other  to 
Canada.  They  all  grew  popular  where  they  settled.” 

The  following  is  quoted  from  "The  Fight  For 
Canada”  by  William  Wood,  officer  in  the  British 
Army,  Little,  Brown  and  Company,  Boston,  1906, 
chap.  6,  "The  Siege  of  Quebec,”  p.  200: 

"On  the  seventeenth  a  very  gallant  feat  of  arms  was 
performed  by  a  party  of  eighteen  men  under  a  volunteer 
named  Cameron.  They  were  outposted  in  a  house  beyond 
Montmorency  where  they  withstood  the  assaults  of  over 
one  hundred  Canadians  and  Indians  for  two  hours.  When 
reinforcements  arrived  from  the  camp,  W olfe  made  special 
mention  of  this  brilliant  little  affair  in  General  Orders  and 

gave  Cameron  the  promise  of  the  first  vacant  commis-

sion. 

In  "Life  and  Letters  of  James  Wolfe”  by  Beckles 
Willson,  Heinemann,  London,  1909,  chap.  XX,  pp. 
465,  466,  is  a  letter  dated  August  22,  1759,  from 
General  Wolfe  to  Robert  Monckton  in  which  the 
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General  mentions  the  affair  and  that  Cameron  re¬ 
ceived  an  ensigncy. 

Sir  John  Cameron  had  three  sons:

John  Cameron,  son  of  Sir  John  Cameron,  came 
to  America  in  early  manhood  accompanied  by  his 
wife  and  two  brothers  and  located  in  Shawangunk 
township,  Ulster  County,  New  York,  where  he  took 
up  a  large  tract  of  land  near  the  Wallkill  River.  His 
brothers,  Alexander  and  Donald,  moved  to  Canada. 
John  cultivated  his  large  farm  which  he  later  sold 
and  moved  to  New  Hurley.  Here  he  also  engaged 
in  farming  and  was  a  prominent  member  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  as  frequent  mention  of  him 
is  found  in  the  church  records.  Six  of  his  children 
were  baptized  in  New  Hurley  between  the  years 
1775  and  1788.

Alexander  Cameron,  son  of  John  and  Elsje 
(McMullen)  Cameron,  was  bom  July  28,  1785,  in 
New  Hurley,  where  he  died  January  8,  1860.  He 
learned  the  shoemaker  trade  and  later  became  a 
drover,  but  was  quite  a  young  man  when  he  bought 
a  farm  in  Shawangunk  township.  He  became  one  of 
the  prominent  farmers  in  Ulster  County  and  was 
considered  a  well-to-do  man.  His  grandson,  Edward 
Cameron  of  Wallkill,  inherited  his  books  and  papers 
from  which  it  appears  that  he  knew  the  family 
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tradition  concerning  Sir  John  Cameron  as  correct. 
His  home,  which  he  bought  soon  after  coming  to 
Shawangunk  township,  now  known  as  the  Cameron 
homestead  and  which  is  built  of  stone,  was  erected  in 
1710  and  used  as  a  fort  during  the  French  and  Indian 
War.  It  is  still  in  the  possession  of  his  descendants, 
being  the  home  of  Everett  Maurice  Cameron,  (q.  v. ) . 
Alexander  Cameron  was  a  member  of  the  Dutch 
Reformed  Church. 

He  married,  February  4,  1808,  Jemima  Van 
Demark  of  an  old  Dutch  family.  She  was  born 
September  27,  1784,  and  died  January  6,  18  52.

He  married,  June  11,  1839,  Margaret 
Ann  Terwilliger,  born  March  25,  1818,  died 
October  30,  1895,  daughter  of  Everett  Isaac  and 
Sarah  (Decker)  Terwilliger.

He  mustered  out 
of  service  in  Albany,  May  21,  1863,  and 
because  of  his  injuries  could  not  re-enlist. 
He  returned  to  his  home,  attended  the 
Albany  Normal  School  one  year  and  grad¬ 
uated  from  Montgomery  Academy  in 
1865.  For  the  next  fifteen  years  he  taught 
school  in  Ulster  County  and  then  engaged 
in  business  in  Bloomingburg,  Sullivan 
County,  where  he  conducted  a  general  store 
and  served  as  Postmaster  during  President 
Arthur’s  administration.  He  was  active  in 
Republican  politics  and  exerted  consider¬ 
able  influence  in  his  district.  In  1886  he 
bought  the  Cameron  homestead  which  had 
passed  out  of  the  family  after  his  father’s 
death  and  on  this  farm  of  one  hundred  and 
nine  acres  he  continued  to  live  until  the 
time  of  his  death.  Alexander  Cameron 
married,  August  3,  1892,  Hattie  May 
Banker,  born  in  Middletown,  New  York, 
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February  17,  1871,  daughter  of  Benjamin 
Franklin  and  Fannie  (Monell)  Banker.

In  18  54  he  was 
admitted  to  partnership  in  the  firm  and  the 
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name  was  changed  to  Cameron,  Hayward  & 
Company.  This  concern  prospered  and  after  a 
few  years  moved  to  Broadway,  where  the  name 
of  the  firm  was  again  changed  to  Cameron, 
Edwards  &  Company.  In  1860,  Mr.  Cameron 
sold  his  interest  and  was  not  engaged  in  business 
for  the  next  two  years,  during  which  he  traveled 
extensively  and  occasionally  visited  Newburgh. 
He  then  bought  an  interest  in  the  well  known 
dry  goods  firm,  Arnold,  Constable  &  Com¬ 
pany,  and  was  admitted  to  partnership.  He  was 
active  in  this  concern  until  a  few  years  before  his 
death,  when  he  retired  because  of  ill  health.  Mr. 
Cameron  was  one  of  the  best  known  dry  goods 
men  in  the  United  States  and  his  acquaintances 
with  the  trade  extended  to  Canada  and  Europe. 
Tie  was  eminently  successful  and  rated  as  one 
of  the  outstanding  merchants  in  New  York, 
where  he  made  his  home  and  amassed  a  fortune. 
He  was  ''one  of  the  most  genial  of  gentlemen 
and  one  whom  it  was  but  necessary  to  know  to 
esteem  him  highly.5’  He  was  a  member  of 
Trinity  Church  and  his  funeral  took  place  from 
Trinity  Chapel.  He  died  at  his  home  at  22  West

William  Forsyth  Cameron,  son  of  Alexander 
and  Jemima  (Van  Demark)  Cameron,  was  born  in 
Shawangunk,  Ulster  County,  New  York,  October 
29,  1826,  and  died  in  Newburgh,  New  York,  June 
10,  1889. 

Mr.  Cameron  was  a  pioneer  lumber  man  of  the 
City  of  Newburgh  and  won  universal  esteem  as  a 
business  man  and  citizen  of  the  highest  repute.  He 
was  educated  in  the  district  school  and  remained  on 
his  father’s  farm  until  18  50,  when  he  found  employ¬ 
ment  with  James  Bigler,  who  conducted  one  of  the 
first  lumber  yards  in  Newburgh.  Here  Mr.  Cameron 
learned  the  lumber  business  thoroughly  and  in  18  58, 
in  partnership  with  Mr.  John  L.  Sloat,  organized  the 
firm  of  Cameron  and  Sloat.  Their  lumber  yard  was 
located  at  the  foot  of  Third  Street  and  later  a  branch 
was  established  at  Fishkill  Landing.  Mr.  Sloat  retired 
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in  1880  and  Mr.  Cameron  admitted  his  son  as  a 
partner.  The  name  of  the  firm  was  then  changed  to 
William  F.  Cameron  &  Son  and  the  business  soon  grew 
to  such  proportions  that  it  was  found  necessary  to 
maintain  two  other  yards  in  different  sections  of  the 
city  in  addition  to  the  main  plant  at  the  foot  of  Third 
Street.  Mr.  Cameron  was  one  of  the  best  known 
lumber  men  in  the  vicinity  of  Newburgh,  where  the 
business  which  he  founded  became  inseparably  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Cameron  name  for  generations.  The 
firm  continued  to  operate  as  William  F.  Cameron  & 
Son  and  Mr.  Cameron  was  actively  engaged  in  the 
management  of  the  concern  until  the  time  of  his 
death. 

Though  his  chief  interest  was  in  the  lumber  busi¬ 
ness,  he  was  connected  with  other  enterprises  in 
Newburgh  and  found  time  to  take  an  active  part  in 
the  civic  and  political  life  of  the  city.  Fie  was  a 
member  of  the  Democratic  party  and  one  of  the  most 
prominent  men  of  his  day  in  its  councils.  In  1876 
he  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
from  the  Second  Ward  and  re-elected  two  years  later. 
Four  years  before  his  death  he  was  elected  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  carrying  the  ordinarily  strong 
Republican  Third  Ward,  then  his  place  of  residence. 
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His  influence  was  strongly  felt  on  this  Board  and  he 
was  considered  one  of  the  most  valued  members  of 
the  "county  legislature.”  He  served  for  many  terms 
as  a  member  of  the  City  Board  of  Health  and  was  re¬ 
appointed  by  mayors  of  both  parties.  |  ^04907 

Mr.  Cameron  was  an  active  church  member  and 
worker.  He  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  St. 
John’s  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  but  in  later  life 
joined  the  Trinity  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
which  he  served  as  Secretary  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.

Daniel  Gillespie  Cameron,  son  of  William 
Forsyth  and  Hannah  Catherine  (Gillespie)  Cameron, 
was  born  January  29,  18  56,  in  Newburgh,  where  he 
died  April  23,  1926.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools,  and  as  a  boy  entered  the  lumber  business 
established  by  his  father  with  which  he  in  time 
became  as  prominently  identified  as  the  latter  had 
been  in  his  lifetime. 

During  his  youth  Mr.  Cameron  had  charge  of  the 
branch  of  the  Cameron  and  Sloat  Company  at  Fishkill 
Landing,  but  in  1880,  when  Mr.  Sloat  withdrew  from 
the  firm,  he  was  admitted  to  partnership.  The  name  of 
the  firm  was  then  changed  to  William  F.  Cameron  and 
Son,  and  upon  the  death  of  the  founder  in  18  89, 
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Daniel  Gillespie  Cameron  became  the  head  of  the 
company.  The  fast  growing  concern  was  re¬ 
organized  and  incorporated  in  1914  under  the  firm 
name  of  The  Cameron  Lumber  Company,  Inc.,  and 
Daniel  G.  Cameron  was  elected  president,  in  which 
capacity  he  served  until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Mr.  Cameron  succeeded  to  a  business,  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  which  had  been  strongly  and  surely  laid  by 
his  father,  but  his  notable  work  in  the  conduct  and 
expansion  of  The  Cameron  Lumber  Company,  Inc., 
shows  that  the  keen  business  ability  of  the  elder 
Cameron  was  his  inheritance.  Numerous  changes 
occurred  on  the  river  front  during  his  lifetime  and 
he  was  quick  to  seize  advantageous  opportunities. 
He  secured  the  property  known  as  the  Wright  Engine 
Works  and  made  it  the  yard  headquarters,  thus 
furnishing  adequate  facilities  to  keep  pace  with  the 
growth  and  expansion  of  the  company. 

Although  a  man  of  quiet  and  retiring  disposition, 
Mr.  Cameron  made  many  strong  friendships  among 
his  business  associates  and  throughout  the  city  in 
general,  where  he  was  universally  respected. 

Politically  he  was  a  Republican  and  always  gave 
his  staunch  support  to  that  party.  He  had  many 
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opportunities  to  run  for  public  office,  but  always 
declined  except  in  1911  when  he  accepted  the 
nomination  for  Alderman  from  the  Third  Ward. 
He  was  elected  and  served  for  two  terms,  1911  to 
1914.  During  that  time  he  held  positions  on  the 
most  important  standing  committees  of  the  Council. 
In  his  early  life  he  was  a  member  of  the  Lawson  Hose 
Company  and  upon  the  organization  of  the  Veteran 
Fireman’s  Association  he  became  a  member  of  that 
body  also. 

Daniel  Gillespie  Cameron  married,  August  2, 
18  82,  Ada  Jane  Dudley  Bingham,  daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Harriet  Demott  (Homan)  Bingham  of 
Newburgh.  (See  Bingham  Line.)

Kenneth  Miller  Cameron,  son  of  Daniel 
Gillespie  and  Ada  Jane  Dudley  (Bingham)  Cameron, 
was  born  in  Newburgh,  August  6,  188  3,  and  died  at 
his  residence,  "Cedar  Crest,”  in  New  Windsor, 
November  2,  1915. 

He  received  his  early  education  at  Siglar’s  Prepara¬ 
tory  School  in  Newburgh,  where  he  attended  from 
1891  to  1896.  He  spent  the  following  year  at  the 
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Newburgh  Free  Academy  and  in  1898  entered 
Trinity  School  in  New  York  City  from  where  he 
graduated  in  1901.  Returning  to  Newburgh,  he  was 
given  employment  in  his  father’s  business,  thus 
representing  the  third  generation  of  his  family  to 
be  identified  with  the  lumber  business  in  Newburgh. 
He  began  at  the  very  bottom,  worked  in  the  yard 
and  in  the  office,  thoroughly  learning  the  business  in 
all  its  branches  and  was  well  qualified  to  assume  the 
office  of  vice-president  when  the  concern  was  re¬ 
organized  as  The  Cameron  Lumber  Company,  Inc., 
in  1914. 

Mr.  Cameron  held  this  position  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  but  his  activities  were  not  confined  to  the 
lumber  business  alone.  He  was  interested  in  real 
estate  in  Newburgh  and  New  Windsor  and  was 
treasurer  of  the  New  Windsor  Real  Estate  Company. 

Politically  he  was  a  Republican,  but  never  sought 
public  office.  He  was  well  known  in  club  circles  in 
the  section  and  held  membership  in  the  New  Windsor 
Golf  Club,  the  Storm  King  Golf  Club,  the  Lake 
Placid  Club,  Newburgh  City  Club  and  the  New¬ 
burgh  Gun  Club.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Alumni  Association  of  Trinity  School  and  treasurer 
of  St.  Thomas’s  Episcopal  Church  of  New  Windsor. 
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Kenneth  Miller  Cameron  married,  June  1,  1909, 
Charlotte  Louise  Senff,  daughter  of  Frederick 
William  and  Georgiana  (Havemeyer)  Senff.  (See 
Senff  and  Havemeyer  Lines.)

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HE  surname  Gillespie,  also  spelled  Gillespy, 
ro  ^  is  of  Scotch  origin  and  members  of  this 
family  belonged  to  Clan  Campbell.  They 
were  adherents  of  the  Calvinistic  Creed. 
Three  brothers  removed  from  Scotland  to  Ireland 
and  settled  first  in  County  Antrim  and  later  in 
County  Monaghan,  where  they  accumulated  large 
estates.  They  were  linen  drapers  and  sold  their 
product  in  the  Belfast  Market. 

John  Gillespie,  emigrant  ancestor,  was  born  in 
the  north  of  Scotland  and  came  to  America  in  1742, 
accompanied  by  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  their  two 
children,  John  and  Jennie.  He  settled  first  in  New 
Windsor  and  later  in  Fishkill,  New  York.  For  some 
unknown  reason  he  changed  the  spelling  of  his  name 
to  Gillespy,  which  in  a  later  generation  was  again 
changed  to  its  original  form.  John  and  Elizabeth 
Gillespie  died  shortly  after  their  arrival  in  this 
country  and  their  children,  John  and  Jennie,  were 
brought  up  in  Orange  County  by  a  maternal  aunt, 
Martha  Hunter. 

John  Gillespie,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
Gillespie,  was  born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  August  22, 
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1741,  and  died  in  Saugerties,  New  York,  where  he 
is  buried  in  Mount  View  Cemetery,  January  5,  1809. 

He  was  brought  up  in  Orange  County,  where  he 
learned  the  cooper’s  trade  and  when  a  mere  boy  en¬ 
listed  in  the  French  and  Indian  War.  He  served  in 
the  navy  on  the  man-of-war  ff Harlequin ”  and 
participated  in  the  fight  that  lasted  "nine  glasses,”  or 
hours,  during  which  he  was  wounded  in  the  thigh. 
After  the  war  he  returned  to  his  home  and  finished 
his  trade.  Later  he  engaged  in  business  with  his 
brother-in-law,  Matthew  Smedes,  and  operated  grist 
mills  near  Shawangunk.  John  Gillespie  enlisted  in 
the  Revolutionary  War  and  was  made  Major  of  the 
Fourth  Ulster  County  Militia.  His  regiment,  under 
General  Woodhull,  was  sent  to  assist  in  the  defense 
of  New  York  City  in  1776,  and  took  part  in  the 
Battle  of  Long  Island,  August  27,  1776.  He  was  at 
Rosendale,  October  16,  1777,  and  was  dealing  out 
rations  when  he  saw  Kingston  burning.  He  ordered 
a  march  to  the  rescue  but  was  too  late.  He  lost  much 
money  by  paying  soldiers  out  of  his  own  means  and 
taking  Continental  money  in  exchange.  After  the 
Revolution  he  moved  to  New  Windsor  and  built  a 
grist  mill  and  cooperage  shop.  He  also  owned  a 
sloop  named  "Bets”  of  which  his  son,  Matthew,  who 
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was  drowned,  was  master.  He  left  New  Windsor  for 
Saugerties,  where  he  bought  grist  mills  and  saw  mills 
for  his  son,  John  I.,  with  whom  he  lived  until  his 
death. 

John  Gillespie  married,  April  7,  1766,  Magdalena 
Smedes,  born  July  13,  1742,  died  March  22,  1825. 

John  I.  Gillespie,  son  of  John  and  Magdalena 
(Smedes)  Gillespie,  was  born  in  New  Windsor, 
February  18,  1773,  and  died  September  20,  18  52. 
He  owned  saw  mills  and  grist  mills  in  Saugerties  and 
Schaghticoke.  He  was  an  active  patriot,  served  as 
Captain  in  the  War  of  1812  and  was  stationed  on 
Staten  Island.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Dutch 
Reformed  Church. 

John  I.  Gillespie  married,  January  6,  1799, 
Wyntchy  Meyer,  daughter  of  Petrus  Meyer.  She  was 
born  May  1,  1779,  and  died  April  7,  1841. 

John  I.  Gillespie,  Jr.,  son  of  John  I.  and 
Wyntchy  (Meyer)  Gillespie,  was  born  December  10, 
1810,  and  died  October  14,  1888.  He  was  a  farmer 
in  Orange  and  Ulster  Counties,  New  York.  He 
married  in  1829,  Jane  Meyer,  born  August  31,  1812, 
died  May  12,  18  83,  daughter  of  Dr.  Jesse  Meyer  of 
Kingston,  New  York.

r  AK/y  J  records.  The  following  is  quoted  from 
" Words  and  Places”  by  Isaac  Taylor, 
M.A.,  Vicar  of  Holy  Trinity,  Twickenham,  3rd  ed., 
Macmillan  &  Company,  London,  1873,  an  authority 
on  the  origin  of  surnames: 

"The  suffix  Tam/  which  is  very  frequent  in  English 
names,  appears  in  two  forms  in  Anglo-Saxon  documents. 

"One  of  these,  f ham /  signifies  an  enclosure,  that  which 
hems  in  —  a  meaning  not  very  different  from  that  of  ton  or 
worth.  These  words  express  the  feeling  of  reverence  for 
private  right,  but  ham  involves  a  notion  more  mystical, 
more  holy.  It  expresses  the  sanctity  of  the  family  bond; 
it  is  the  Home ,  the  one  secret  (geheim)  and  sacred  place. 
In  the  Anglo-Saxon  charters  we  frequently  find  this 
suffix  united  with  the  names  of  families  —  never  with  those 
of  individuals.  It  may  indeed  be  said,  without  exaggeration, 
that  the  universal  prevalence,  throughout  England,  of 
names  containing  this  word  Home,  gives  us  the  clue  to  the 
real  strength  of  the  national  character  of  the  Anglo- 
Saxon  race. 

"Cognate  with  ham  (not  ham)  is  the  German  heim, 
home,  which  enters  so  largely  into  the  names  of  Southern 
Germany. 

"The  most  important  element  which  enters  into  Anglo- 
Saxon  names  yet  remains  to  be  considered.  This  is  the 
syllable  ing.  It  occurs  in  the  names  of  more  than  one- 
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tenth  of  the  whole  number  of  English  villages  and  hamlets 
often  as  a  simple  suffix,  as  in  the  case  of  Dorking,  Hastings, 
etc.;  but,  more  frequently,  we  find  that  it  forms  the  medial 
syllable  of  the  name,  as  in  the  case  of  Buckingham. 

"The  syllable  ing  was  the  usual  Anglo-Saxon 
patronymic. 

"In  fact  the  suffix  ing  in  the  names  of  persons  had  very 
much  the  same  significance  as  the  prefix  Mac  in  Scotland, 
O’  in  Ireland,  etc. 

"We  find  that  ing  is  never  a  mere  suffix;  in  every  case 
it  forms  the  medial  syllable  of  the  name. 

"The  names  terminate  almost  universally  in  ing-en .  The 
suffix  en  is  usually  the  sign  of  the  dative  plural.  Thus 
Burlingen  would  mean  'at  the  Birlings,’  that  is,  at  the 
place  where  the  family  of  'BirP  lives. 

"And  thus  Bingen  would  mean  'at  the  Bings,’  or  at  the 
place  where  the  family  of  'Bing’  is  located.” 

It  is  not  definitely  known  that  the  Binghams  were 
settled  in  England  prior  to  the  Conquest  in  1066, 
although  there  was  a  well-known  place  called  "Bing¬ 
ham”  near  Nottingham.  After  the  Conquest, 
Normans  were  in  possession  of  Bingham  Lordship; 
and  those  who  held  Bingham  Manor  assumed  the 
name  "De  Bingham,”  which  accounts  for  the  per¬ 
sistent  family  tradition  that  the  Binghams  are  of 
French  origin. 

The  house  of  Bingham  is  inseparably  connected 
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with  the  name  of  Roger  De  Buisli  (1066-1098),  a 
great  Norman  lord  whose  name  is  on  the  roll  of  Battle 
Abbey.  He  came  over  with  William  the  Conqueror 
and  received  more  than  two  hundred  lordships  and 
baronies  in  various  parts  of  England  and  ranked 
eighth  after  King  William  in  Nottinghamshire.  He 
held  Bingham  Lordship  and  Bingham  Manor,  but  did 
not  live  there.  He  lived  at  Tickhill  Castle,  which  he 
built,  in  South  Yorkshire,  where  he  also  founded  the 
priory  of  Blythe.  Bingham  Manor  was  in  possession 
of  De  Buisli’s  feudal  subordinates  who  took  the  name 
of  De  Bingham.  They  apparently  held  this  seat  until 
about  1200  when  it  is  of  record  that  the  estates  were 
again  "in  the  hands  of  the  King.”  It  is  also  of  record 
that  in  1266  Bingham  Manor  and  its  estates  again 
"left  the  hands  of  the  King”  and  came  into  possession 
of  another  Norman  lord  named  Bough  or  Bugge,  who 
promptly  assumed  the  name  Bingham.  His  sons  are 
of  record  as  Bingham  of  Carcolston,  Bingham  of 
Kinalton  and  Bingham  of  Leke,  all  under  Bingham 
Manor.  These  properties  were  handed  down  to  eldest 
sons  and  as  younger  sons  increased  in  number  they 
gradually  ceased  to  belong  to  the  landed  gentry  and 
entered  the  professions,  manufacture  and  trade.  The 
early  records  show  that  they  at  first  settled  in  towns 
not  far  from  the  Manor,  such  as  Wakefield  and

Sheffield,  but  later  many  of  them  are  found  in 
London  and  vicinity.  By  1460  the  Bingham  estates 
had  passed  out  of  the  hands  of  members  of  the  family, 
though  many  Binghams  and  De  Binghams  were  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  vicinity  of  Bingham  Manor.  The  "Visita¬ 
tions  of  the  Heralds”  show  that  many  of  them  were 
entitled  to  bear  arms  as  late  as  163  5.  The  social 
standing  of  the  "Master  Cutler  of  Sheffield”  would 
be  on  a  par  with  that  of  the  Bingham  of  London 
"gentleman  and  merchant”  or  with  another  Bingham 
of  London  "citizen  and  haberdasher”  whose  wife 
was  the  daughter  of  Henry  VIII’s  goldsmith.  Their 
pedigrees  are  traced  in  the  "Visitations  of  the 
Heralds”  and  the  armorial  bearings  assigned  to  them 
are  the  same  as  those  of  the  Bugge-Binghams  who 
were  in  possession  of  Bingham  Manor  in  1266.  The 
arms  are  described  as  follows: 

Or,  on  a  fess  gules,  three  water  bougets  argent. 

That  Deacon  Thomas  Bingham,  who  was  born  in 
Sheffield,  is  the  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  Bingham 
family  of  Connecticut  has  been  definitely  established, 
and  since  extensive  research  shows  only  one  Bingham 
family  in  Sheffield  in  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth 
century,  it  has  been  a  comparatively  easy  matter  to 
trace  the  line  several  generations  before  Deacon 
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Thomas.  In  this  the  records  of  the  Cutler’s  Com¬ 
pany  of  Sheffield,  formed  and  incorporated  by  King 
James  I  in  1619  and  still  in  existence,  have  been  of 
great  value.  Before  one  could  become  a  Master,  the 
highest  office  in  the  Guild,  one  had  to  make  a 
"Masterpiece,”  a  faultless  piece  of  work,  as  well  as 
the  tools  with  which  to  make  it,  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  judges.  It  was  also  essential  to  possess  a 
blameless  reputation  and  considerable  wealth.  It  was 
a  high  honor  to  be  admitted  to  a  Guild,  particularly 
in  Sheffield,  noted  for  its  cutlery  since  the  fifteenth 
century.  The  records  show  that  Thomas  Bingham, 
grandfather  of  Deacon  Thomas  Bingham,  who  was 
born  about  1  574  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
was  admitted  a  master  cutler  and  granted  a  trademark 
December  21,  1614.  His  son,  Thomas  Bingham,  was 
baptized,  August  4,  15  88,  and,  according  to  family 
tradition,  died  on  his  way  to  America.  He  was  also 
a  master  cutler  of  Sheffield  and  married  (first) ,  May 
6,  1618,  Elizabeth  Woodhouse,  and  (second),  Anna 
Stenton. 
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The  Family  in  America 

Deacon  Thomas  Bingham,  son  of  Thomas  and 
Anna  (Stenton)  Bingham,  was  baptized  in  St. 
Peter’s  Church,  Sheffield,  Yorkshire,  England,  June 
5,  1642,  and  died  in  Windham,  Connecticut,  January 
16,  1729/30.  He  arrived  in  America  in  1659,  when 
seventeen  years  of  age,  accompanied  by  his  widowed 
mother.  It  is  not  recorded  that  other  members  of  the 
family  came  to  America.  He  had  a  half-brother, 
Thomas,  and  four  brothers,  Abel,  Stephen,  Edward 
and  Robert,  and  three  sisters,  Elizabeth,  Anna  and 
Mary,  all  of  whom  apparently  remained  in  England. 
Upon  arrival  in  this  country  his  mother  settled  in 
Saybrook,  Connecticut,  where  a  large  tract  of  land 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Connecticut  River  had  been 
granted  to  Lord  Say  and  Sele  and  Lord  Brook  and 
"bought  into  the  company.”  The  fact  that  she  was 
able  to  do  so  indicates  that  she  was  a  woman  of  means 
as  a  large  amount  of  money  was  necessary  to  "buy 
into  the  company.”  Various  articles  which  she 
brought  have  been  carefully  preserved  in  the  old 
Bingham  home  at  Andover,  Connecticut.  Among  the 
items  of  particular  interest  are  two  large  wooden 
chests  lined  with  pamphlets  printed  in  the  time  of 
Charles  I,  several  chairs  and  other  furniture  as  well 
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as  Lowestoft  china,  brass  and  pewter  kettles,  silver¬ 
ware,  curtains,  embroidery,  the  family  Bible  and 
other  books. 

About  a  year  after  her  arrival  at  Saybrook,  Mrs. 
Bingham  married  William  Backus,  a  widower  with 
five  children.  He  was  also  a  cutler  and  is  on  record 
as  "of  Saybrook”  in  163  8.  He  removed  to  Norwich 
in  1660,  and  became  one  of  the  founders  of  that 
place.  Anna  (Stenton)  Bingham  Backus  died  in 
Norwich  in  May,  1670. 

Deacon  Thomas  Bingham  was  a  resident  of 
Norwich  for  thirty-three  years.  The  deed  to  his 
house  lot  in  Norwich,  which  was  near  that  of  his 
stepbrother,  Lieutenant  William  Backus,  is  dated 
April,  1660,  but  it  is  not  known  when  he  built  his 
house.  He  is  listed  as  the  owner  of  two  hundred  and 
sixty-five  acres  in  Norwich.  He  was  made  a  freeman 
by  the  General  Court  in  1671,  served  as  Overseer  of 
the  west  end  of  Norwich  in  1676  and  is  on  the  list 
of  freemen  accepted  by  the  General  Court  of  the 
Colony  in  1681.  He  was  elected  constable  in  1683. 
From  the  foregoing,  it  is  evident  that  he  was  a 
prominent  member  of  the  community,  but  it  is 
not  until  1693,  when  he  removed  to  Windham, 
Connecticut,  that  he  comes  into  great  prominence 
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as  a  pioneer.  In  March  of  that  year  he  bought  from 
Captain  John  Mason  of  Windham  a  parcel  of  land 
of  one  thousand  acres  and  built  a  home  to  which  he 
removed  his  entire  family  with  the  exception  of  his 
eldest  son,  Thomas,  who  was  at  that  time  twenty-six 
years  old  and  had  been  married  a  year.  Deacon 
Thomas  Bingham  was  fifty-one  years  old  when  he 
became  a  resident  of  Windham,  where  his  career  as 
Sergeant,  Selectman  and  Deacon  of  the  First  Church 
for  the  next  thirty  years  entitles  him  to  be  ranked 
among  the  great  pioneers  and  colonists  in  Connec¬ 
ticut. 

He  was  chosen  selectman  in  1695  and  was  one  of 
the  three  signers  to  a  petition  to  the  General  Court 
for  church  organization  in  May,  1699.  This  petition 
was  at  once  granted.  At  the  organization  of  the  First 
Church  in  Windham,  December  10,  1700,  he  became 
one  of  the  original  members,  was  chosen  deacon  and 
served  as  such  until  his  death.  He  is  referred  to  as 
"Goodman  Bingham”  in  the  Windham  records  and 
in  1703  at  the  "seating  of  the  meeting  house”  he  "by 
reason  of  his  age  and  office  occupied  the  most  honor¬ 
able  position,  the  seat  at  the  right  hand  of  his  wife 
in  the  pew.” 

Deacon  Thomas  Bingham  died  intestate.  The 
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following  is  copied  from  the  records  of  the  Windham 
Probate  Court,  Vol.  I,  p.  198,  2d  part: 

"Granting  of  Administration 
At  a  Court  of  Probate  held  in  Windham, 

March  ye  3d,  A.  D.  1730 
Present  Tomathy  Poired,  Esq.,  Judge. 

"This  Court  grants  letters  of  Administration  on  ye 
estate  of  Mr.  Thomas  Bingham,  late  of  Windham,  deceased, 
unto  Mr.  Jonathan  Bingham  of  said  Windham,  provided 
bond  be  given,  as  ye  law  directs  and  bond  was  given  ac¬ 
cordingly  and  took  out  letter  of  Administration  this  day. 

"And  this  Court  orders  ye  said  Administrator  to  bring 
to  this  Court  a  perfect  Inventory  of  said  deceased’s  estate 
on  or  before  ye  2nd  Tuesday  of  February,  next  after  ye 
date  hereof  and  also  render  to  said  Court  a  plain  account 
of  your  administration  on  or  before  ye  2nd  Tuesday  of 
March,  1735. 

"And  ye  said  Administrator  exhibited  an  Inventory  of 
said  deceased’s  estate  which  is,  by  this  court,  accepted. 

Test.  John  Crary, 

Clerk.” 

The  inventory  of  his  estate  is  a  long  list  of  personal 
belongings  only,  as  he  had  distributed  all  his  con¬ 
siderable  land  holdings  before  his  death.  Deacon 
Thomas  Bingham  died  January  16,  1729/30,  in 
Windham,  where  his  tombstone  is  still  standing  in  the 
old  burying  ground.  An  error  was  made  in  the  in- 
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scription,  which  gives  the  name  of  his  mother  as 
Mary,  as  it  has  been  definitely  established  that  she  was 
Anna  Stenton. 

The  inscription  reads  as  follows: 

Here  lies  ye  body  of  that  Holy  Man  of  God 
Deacon  Thomas  Bingham 

He  was  a  Man  Emenant  for  Piety  Love  &  Charity 

He  was  ye  son  of 

Mr.  Thomas  and  Mrs.  Mary  Bingham 
Liveing  in  Sheffield,  in  Yorkshier,  England 
He  dyed  Jan.  16th,  1729-30 
In  ye  88  year  of  his  age. 

Deacon  Thomas  Bingham  married,  December  12, 
1666,  Mary  Rudd,  born  in  1649,  died  August  4-5, 
1726,  daughter  of  Lieutenant  Jonathan  and  Mary 
(Metcalf)  Rudd  of  Saybrook.  The  marriage  of  her 
parents  is  one  of  the  most  romantic  bits  of  history 
of  that  period  and  is  described  as  follows  in  a  "History 
of  Norwich”: 

’'Jonathan  Rudd  and  Mary,  both  of  Saybrook,  would 
marry,  but  there  was  neither  minister  nor  magistrate  there. 
The  distance  to  Hartford  and  the  snows  of  winter  turned 
the  bridegroom’s  thought  and  journey  to  Pequot  Harbor 
(now  New  London) .  There  John  Winthrop,  afterward 
Governor  of  Connecticut,  held  authority  from  the  Colony 
of  Massachusetts  to  marry;  but  the  home  of  the  betrothed 
was  beyond  his  jurisdiction.  Midway  between  her  home 
and  that  of  the  "squire,”  a  little  rivulet  "rippled  down  the

boundary  line”  between  the  two  colonies.  So  here,  by  ar¬ 
rangement,  a  cavalcade  from  New  London,  marshaled  by 
the  worthy  magistrate,  met  the  bridal  party  from  Say- 
brook.  Then,  with  the  magistrate  on  the  east  side  and  the 
bridal  couple  on  the  west  side  of  the  rivulet,  the  ceremony 
was  performed.  Hence,  the  little  ice-bound,  snow-covered 
stream  has  ever  since  been  known  as  "Bride  Brook.”

(6)  Abigail,  born  November  4,  1679,  in  Norwich, 
where  she  died  December  25,  1734;  married, 
January  31,  1705,  Daniel  Huntington,  son  of 
Deacon  Simon  and  Sarah  (Clark)  Huntington 
of  Norwich. 

(7)  Deacon  Nathaniel,  born  in  Norwich,  October 
3,  1681,  died  in  Windham  (Scotland) ,  December 
16,  1754.  Lived  at  Lebanon,  then  removed  to 
Windham,  where  on  May  4,  171 1,  his  father  gave 
him  a  farm  of  eighty-one  acres  in  Scotland 
(Third  Society) .  Original  member  of  the  Scot¬ 
land  Church  and  one  of  its  first  deacons.  He 
married,  July  25,  1705,  Sarah  Lobdell,  born  in 
1683,  died  June  28,  1763. 

(8)  Deborah,  born  in  Norwich,  December  18,  1683, 
died  in  Windham,  December  19,  1769.  She  mar¬ 
ried,  June  26,  1707,  Stephen  Tracy,  son  of 
Lieutenant  and  Mary  (Prince)  Tracy. 

(9)  Captain  Samuel,  born  in  Norwich,  March  28, 
1685,  died  in  Scotland,  March  1,  1760;  Lieu¬ 
tenant  of  Train  Band  in  1736;  Captain,  2nd 
Company  Train  Band  in  May,  1741.  Assessor 
and  Constable.  Lived  in  the  Third  Society 
(Scotland)  and  was  one  of  the  original  members 
of  the  church  there.  Father  gave  him  a  large 
farm  there.  He  married  (first),  January  5, 
1708-09,  Faith  Ripley,  daughter  of  Joshua  and 
Hannah  (Bradford)  Ripley  and  granddaughter 
of  Deputy  Governor  William  Bradford.  He 
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married  (second),  November  23,  1721,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Manning. 

(10)  Joseph,  born  in  Norwich,  January  15,  1688,  died 
in  Windham,  September  4,  1765.  He  took  care 
of  his  father  and  mother,  succeeding  to  the 
ownership  of  the  homestead,  which  at  his  death 
went  to  his  son,  Elijah.  He  was  a  deacon  and  a 
quiet,  pious  man.  He  married  (first) ,  December 
14,  1710,  Abigail  Scott  of  Hatfield,  who  died 
March  30,  1741.  He  married  (second),  No¬ 
vember  30,  1742,  Rachel  (Walcott)  Hunting- 
ton,  daughter  of  Jonathan  and  Priscilla  (Bailey)

He  was  the  only  child  who  remained 
in  Norwich  when  his  father  removed  to  Windham  in 
1693.  He  inherited  his  father’s  property  in  Norwich 
and  succeeded  to  his  privileges  as  a  Proprietor.  ' 
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Thomas  Bingham  married,  February  17,  1691-2, 
Hannah  Backus,  daughter  of  Lieutenant  William  and 
Elizabeth  (Pratt)  Backus  of  Norwich,  and  grand¬ 
daughter  of  William  Backus  of  Saybrook  and 
Norwich.  She  was  born  in  1676  and  died  in  1752.

Salford,  daughter  of  John  and  Deborah  Salford.

Jabez  Bingham,  son  of  Sergeant  Thomas  and 
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Hannah  (Backus)  Bingham,  was  born  in  Norwich, 
November  20,  1701,  and  died  at  Salisbury,  Connecti¬ 
cut,  August  30,  1785.  He  lived  in  Norwich  until 
1739,  when  he  moved  to  Lebanon  and  remained  there 
until  1745,  when  he  bought  from  his  uncle,  Jonathan 
Bingham,  the  latter’s  ''mansion”  and  farm  in  Wind¬ 
ham.  He  lived  in  Windham  until  1760  when  he 
sold  the  place  to  Joshua  Elderkin  and  moved  to 
Salisbury,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life. 

He  married,  February  8,  1721,  Bethiah  Wood, 
born  in  Norwich  in  1700  and  died  in  Salisbury,  April 
3,  1769.

Thomas  Dutcher  Bingham,  son  of  Jedediah 
and  Hannah  (Dow)  Bingham,  was  born  in  1769, 
and  died  in  Marlborough,  New  York,  March  22, 
1846.  He  came  from  Vermont  to  Bedford  Village 
in  Westchester  County,  where  he  remained  a  short 
time  and  settled  in  Marlborough  about  1792.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  "The  History  of  the  Town  of  Marlborough, 
Ulster  County,  New  York,  from  the  First  Settle¬ 
ment  in  1712  to  18  87/’  by  Charles  H.  Cochrane, 
he  at  first  made  his  home  with  a  Dr.  Fowler,  but 
shortly  after  his  marriage  built  a  log  house  about  one 
hundred  yards  west  of  the  place  then  known  as  the 
Enos  Reynolds  homestead.  Apparently  he  acquired 
the  Reynolds’  property  on  which  in  1795  he  built 
the  stone  house  now  known  as  the  Bingham  home¬ 
stead,  which  is  still  in  a  good  state  of  preservation. 
The  fact  that  the  street  on  which  the  house  stands 
was  named  Bingham  street  in  his  honor  indicates  that 
he  attained  some  prominence  in  the  community.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  had 
the  misfortune  of  losing  all  his  sons  during  the 
epidemic  of  typhus  fever  in  182  5-26.

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Elizabeth  Purdy,  daughter  of  Reverend  Elisha  and

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Thomas  Bingham,  son  of  David  and  Catherine 
(De  Mott)  Bingham,  was  born  September  21,  1817, 
in  Newburgh,  New  York,  where  he  died  December 
7,  1890.  He  was  a  lifelong  resident  of  Newburgh 
and  vicinity  and  was  widely  and  popularly  known  as 
"Squire”  Bingham.  For  some  years  he  lived  on  the 
old  Bingham  homestead  in  Marlborough  and  later  on 
a  farm  on  the  turnpike,  where  his  death,  the  result 
of  an  accident,  occurred.  As  a  young  man  he  ac¬ 
quired  considerable  legal  knowledge  and  for  many 
years  had  an  extended  practice  in  Justices’  Courts. 
He  had  a  state-wide  reputation  as  a  horseman  and 
raised  and  trained  many  of  the  most  famous  trotters 
of  the  day.  He  was  the  first  to  discover  the  great 
speed  of  "Goldsmith  Maid,”  then  wild  and  unbroken 
and  considered  dangerous  to  handle.  Mr.  Bingham 
bought  her  from  her  owner  in  Deckertown,  trained 
her  and  brought  out  her  speed.  He  was  also  one  of  the 
first  owners  of  "Mountain  Boy,”  one  of  the  best 
trotters  of  the  day,  and  eventually  sold  to  Mr. 
William  H.  Vanderbilt.  The  famous  "Jersey  Bill” 
was  another  of  Mr.  Bingham’s  thoroughbreds.  As  a 
trainer  and  driver  of  horses  "Squire”  Bingham  had 
few  equals  and  his  judgment  as  to  the  training  and 
developing  of  colts  was  greatly  respected.  He  was  at 
various  times  associated  with  many  of  the  leading 
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turfmen  of  that  period,  among  them  Nelson  Crist, 
George  George,  Captain  Leander  Clark  and  William 
C.  Trimble.

Subsequently  Mr.  Gould  made  him  president  of 
the  Baltimore  and  Delaware  Bay  Railroad  Com¬ 
pany  and  when  the  Manhattan  Street  Railway 
was  organized,  Mr.  Bingham  became  its  attorney. 
He  held  this  position  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  known  as  Judge  Bingham  and  was 
prominent  in  financial  and  social  circles  in  New 
York.  His  residence  was  at  176  West  105th 
Street  and  he  also  had  a  home  in  Boundbrook, 
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New  Jersey.  He  died  at  the  home  of  his 
physician,  Dr.  Chauncey  M.  Field,  in  Plainfield, 
New  Jersey,  and  the  funeral  took  place  from 
St.  Michael’s  Church,  99th  Street  and 
Amsterdam  Avenue  in  New  York,  April  26, 
1891.

SENFF 


HE  Senff  family  is  one  of  the  oldest  in 
|  Biickeburg,  Schaumburg-Lippe,  Germany, 

an<^  mentl°n  of  the  name,  also  spelled 
Senf,  Senp,  Senpf  and  Sanpf  is  found 
frequently  in  the  early  records  of  the  City  of 
Biickeburg. 

Magister  Senf,  Pastor  zu  Beber,  is  listed  in  1639 
and  is  the  first  of  the  name  mentioned  in  a  work 
"The  Old  Biickeburg  and  the  Old  Citizens  of 
Biickeburg”  by  Philipp  Insinger.  Hans  Jurgen  Senff, 
the  progenitor  of  the  line  hereinafter  under  con¬ 
sideration,  is  also  named  in  the  same  work  from 
which  we  quote: 

Jetzt  kommen  wir  an  das  Haus  des  Mannes,  der  wie  die 
alten  Biickeburger  sagten,  immer  den  'Sack  zuband.’  Es 
war  der  Seiler  Hans  Jiirgen  Senff  (auch  Senp,  Senpf,  Senf) , 
der  vor  dem  Eingange  des  'Sackes’  seine  Seile  anfertigte. 
Seine  Familie  besass  das  Grundstiick  bis  in  die  Neuzeit 
(1776  Georg  Ludwig,  1802  Johan  Christian).  Dann  kam 
das  Haus  an  den  Maler  Barkhausen  und  jetzt  ist  Musiker 
Nord  der  Inhaber.  Um  1645  gehorte  das  Haus  Wilhelm 
Hartmann,  einem  Schneider.  Von  dem  kommt  es  1696  an 
Johan  Christoph  Hartmann  (Reitknecht) ,  darauf  an 
Jacop  Rittmeier  (auch  Rietmeyer,  Reitmeyer,  Reht- 
meyer),  gleichfalls  Schneider.  Von  dem  geht  das  Haus 
an  Senf  iiber.  Dies  ist  das  1.  Haus  'Im  Sacke’  (Sack- 
strasse) .” 
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The  old  Senff  homestead  was  adjacent  to  that  of 
the  Hovemeyer  or  Havemeyer  family  (q.  v.)  and  it 
is  a  curious  coincident  that  in  1832,  nearly  two 
hundred  years  later,  Dr.  Henry  Senff,  a  great- 
grandson  of  Hans  Jurgen  Senff,  came  to  the  United 
States  with  letters  of  introduction  to  members  of 
the  Havemeyer  family  and  married  a  daughter  of 
Frederick  Christian  Havemeyer,  great-great-great- 
grandson  of  Hermann  Hovemeyer  of  Biickeburg. 

Hans  Jurgen  Senff,  was  born  in  1696  and  died 
in  1773.  He  was  buried  in  the  old  graveyard  in 
Biickeburg,  June  15,  1773,  and  the  inscription  on 
his  gravestone  states  that  he  died  in  that  year  at  the 
age  of  seventy-seven.  Little  is  known  of  him  except 
that  he  was  a  ropemaker  and  used  to  spin  and  stretch 
his  ropes  in  front  of  his  house  at  the  entrance  to 
Sack  Street.  He  married,  December  12,  1724, 
Maria  Cathrina  Rittmeyer,  who  was  born  in  1698, 
died  in  1739  and  was  buried  in  the  old  graveyard, 
December  12,  1739.  According  to  the  book  of 
records  of  Biickeburg,  he  married  (second) ,  in  1742, 
Anna  Margreta  Kaisers. 

Georg  Ludwig  Senff,  son  of  Hans  Jiirgen  and 
Maria  Cathrina  (Rittmeyer)  Senff,  was  born  in 
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Biickeburg,  where  he  was  baptized,  August  29,  1734. 
He  is  listed  as  a  ropemaker  and  citizen  of  Biickeburg 
and  as  a  soldier  in  1754.  He  apparently  inherited  the 
old  family  homestead  on  which  he  died  February  7, 
1798.  He  was  buried  in  the  old  graveyard  in 
Biickeburg,  February  10,  1798.  He  married,  August 
2  5,  1754,  Dorothea  Elizabeth  Lindeman,  who  was 
born  in  1732  as  the  inscription  on  her  gravestone 
states  that  she  died  January  1,  1778,  in  her  forty- 
sixth  year.  Georg  Ludwig  Senff  married  (second), 
December  10,  1778,  also  in  Biickeburg,  Sophie 
Charlotte  Mohringen. 

Johan  Christoph  Sebastian  Senff,  son  of 
Georg  Ludwig  and  Dorothea  Elizabeth  (Lindeman) 
Senff,  was  born  March  16,  1762,  in  Biickeburg, 
where  he  died  March  1,  1844.  He  was  also  a  rope- 
maker,  and  lived  in  the  Senff  homestead  on  Sack 
Street,  where,  like  his  ancestors,  he  stretched  his  ropes 
in  front  of  his  house.  Numerous  references  to  him  are 
made  in  the  records  and  histories  of  Biickeburg, 
where  he  was  a  respected  citizen  and  a  member  of  the 
Lutheran  Church.  He  married,  June  9,  1793, 
Charlotte  Wilhelmine  Louise  Fischer,  born  February 
2,  1774,  in  Biickeburg,  where  she  died  April  4,  1849, 
daughter  of  Heinrich  Wilhelm  and  Dorothea 
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Magdalena  (Kuhlmann)  Fischer.  Johan  Christoph 
Sebastian  Senff  and  his  wife  were  buried  in  the  old 
graveyard  in  Biickeburg,  where  a  monument,  erected 
by  their  son,  Dr.  Henry  Senff,  marks  the  place  of 
their  grave.

Christoph  Heinrich  Ferdinand  Senff,  son  of 
Johan  Christoph  Sebastian  and  Charlotte  Wilhelmine 
Louise  (Fischer)  Senff,  was  born  in  Biickeburg, 
April  4,  1804,  and  died  in  New  York,  May  5,  1868. 
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He  received  a  liberal  education,  studied  pharmacy 
and  was  employed  as  a  tutor  at  the  court  of  Prince 
Georg  Wilhelm  of  Schaumburg-Lippe,  who  reigned 
in  that  principality  from  1807  until  1860.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  tradition  one  of  the  young  princesses  and  he 
became  so  fond  of  each  other  as  to  incur  the  dis¬ 
pleasure  of  the  Prince,  who  banished  him  from  the 
court. 

He  arrived  in  New  York  in  18  32  with  a  letter  of 
introduction  to  Mr.  F.  C.  Havemeyer  and  obtained 
a  position  as  a  clerk  in  a  drug  store.  From  that  time 
on  he  called  himself  Henry  Senff.  He  studied  medi¬ 
cine  and  graduated  from  the  New  York  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  with  an  M.D.  degree.  He 
was  then  appointed  assistant  surgeon  at  West  Point 
and  became  known  for  his  strong  sympathy  with  the 
Abolitionist  cause.  During  his  stay  in  West  Point  he 
made  many  friendships  and  acquaintances  with  men 
who  later  became  famous  in  private  life  and  in 
history,  among  them  General  Robert  E.  Lee.  He  re¬ 
mained  at  West  Point  two  years  and  returned  to  New 
York  where  he  established  himself  in  general  practice 
and  became  one  of  the  best  known  physicians  of  the 
day.

Charles  Henry  Senff,  son  of  Dr.  Henry  and 
Susanna  Wilhelmina  (Havemeyer)  Senff ,  was  born  in 
New  York,  January  26,  1841,  and  died  in  White- 
stone,  Long  Island,  August  23,  1911.  He  attended 
Columbia  Grammar  School  and  as  a  young  man 
entered  the  employ  of  Havemeyers  and  Elder,  where 
he  learned  the  business  of  sugar  refining  in  all  its 
branches.  He  was  subsequently  in  full  charge  of  the 
refinery  in  Brooklyn  and  became  known  as  an  out¬ 
standing  figure  in  the  sugar  refining  industry.  He 
was  a  partner  of  Messrs.  Theodore  A.  and  Henry  O. 
Havemeyer  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  various 
reorganizations  of  the  firm  Havemeyers  and  Elder 
and  in  the  organization  of  the  American  Sugar 
Refining  Company.  He  served  this  company  as  Vice- 
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President,  1897-1904;  Director,  1897-1910,  and  as 
a  Member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  1897-1910. 
The  following  is  quoted  from  "Weekly  Statistical 
Sugar  Trade  Journal”  of  August  24,  1911: 

"We  regret  to  learn  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Charles  H. 
Senff,  for  many  years  prominent  in  the  sugar  trade  of  the 
United  States.  He  was  a  practical  refiner  and  for  many 
years  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Havemeyers  &  Elder  and, 
until  recently,  a  director  of  the  American  Sugar  Refining 
Company.  He  had  a  host  of  friends,  all  of  whom  will 
deeply  regret  his  passing  away.” 

Mr.  Senff  was  deeply  interested  in  charitable 
organizations  and  was  a  liberal  contributor  to  the 
churches  in  Whitestone,  where  his  summer  home  was 
one  of  the  finest  on  Long  Island  Sound.  Shortly 
before  his  death  he  gave  a  large  plot  of  ground  to  the 
Flushing  Hospital  and  Dispensary  on  which  subse¬ 
quently  a  hundred  thousand  dollar  building  was 
erected.

Mr.  Senff  was  a  man  of  a  retiring  disposition, 
public  spirited  and  charitable  in  an  unusual  degree. 
He  gave  liberally  of  his  time  and  means  to  all  worthy 
charitable  organizations  and  was  especially  interested 
in  the  work  of  the  Associated  Charities  and  in  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  in  Newburgh,  which  for  many  years 
he  served  as  treasurer  and  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Managers.  As  a  member  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  his  sound  advice  in  the  matter  of  investing 
and  managing  endowment  funds  was  of  incalculable 
value  and  as  he  was  in  constant  touch  with  the 
management  and  the  medical  staff  of  the  hospital,  he 
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noted  the  needs  and  inadequacies  of  the  fast  growing 
institution.  Many  of  these  he  supplied  and  remedied 
at  his  own  expense  and  always  in  a  quiet  and  un¬ 
ostentatious  manner.  His  splendid  work  in  the 
interest  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital  was  continued  by  his 
daughter,  Mrs.  Kenneth  Miller  Cameron,  who  in 
memory  of  her  father  presented  the  Frederick  W. 
Senff  Memorial,  now  the  main  building  and  the  most 
beautiful  of  the  group  that  form  the  institution.  It 
is  equipped  throughout  with  the  latest  approved 
scientific  facilities  for  the  care  of  the  sick.  The 
exterior  is  of  variegated  red  brick  with  limestone 
portico  and  each  of  the  seven  stories  contains  a 
solarium  with  a  magnificent  view  of  the  valley  below 
and  the  highlands  in  the  distance.  Impressive  cere¬ 
monies  took  place  Wednesday,  November  4,  1931, 
when  the  cornerstone  was  laid  by  Mrs.  Cameron. 
How  greatly  her  gift  was  needed  and  how  deeply  her 
generosity  was  appreciated  is  expressed  in  the  fifty- 
sixth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital,  which  covers  the  period  from 
January  1,  1930,  to  December  31,  1931: 

IN  APPRECIATION 

"The  present  year  has  witnessed  the  actual  commence¬ 
ment  of  construction  of  what  the  Board  of  Managers  is 
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pleased  to  call  a  greater  St.  Luke’s  Hospital.  For  some  years 
back  it  was  apparent  to  the  Managers  that  the  facilities  at 
St.  Luke’s  were  being  greatly  overtaxed  and  that  each 
year  saw  an  increased  patronage  resulting  in  an  over¬ 
crowded  condition  of  the  building.  With  the  building 
filled  beyond  its  anticipated  capacity,  kitchen,  laboratory 
and  other  essential  facilities  began  to  prove  to  be  entirely 
inadequate.  Ambitious  plans  were  prepared,  providing  for 
a  greatly  enlarged  building  with  the  most  modern  and 
approved  facilities  to  take  care  of  the  hospital  needs  of 
our  city  and  its  surrounding  territory  for  some  years  to 
come.  When  it  became  known  what  these  enlarged  build¬ 
ings  would  cost,  it  became  apparent  that  the  Managers 
could  not  carry  to  fulfillment  their  ambitions  and  desires 
unless  a  gift  of  a  very  substantial  size  could  be  secured. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  situation  seemed  hopeless. 

"At  a  time  when  the  outlook  was  most  discouraging, 
Mrs.  K.  Miller  Cameron  came  forward  with  an  offer  to 
erect  the  main  building  as  a  memorial  to  her  father,  the 
late  Frederick  W.  Senff.  Her  propositions  included  not 
only  the  erecting  of  the  main  building,  but  also  the  in¬ 
stalling  therein  of  a  great  many  of  the  essential  equipment, 
as  well  as  the  assumption  of  the  architect’s  fees  on  the 
building.  These  totalled  approximately  $730,000.  The 
building  will  be  a  splendid  memorial  to  Mr.  Senff’s 
memory  and  a  deserved  one.  For  many  years  prior  to  his 
death  he  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  St. 
Luke’s  as  well  as  its  treasurer.  His  association  with  the 
hospital  was  not  an  inactive  one.  He  kept  in  daily  touch 
with  its  operation  and  visited  it  with  great  frequency, 
making  many  valuable  suggestions  which  had  much  to  do 
toward  the  successful  growth  and  management  of  the 
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institution.  He  established  the  X-Ray  Laboratory,  equip¬ 
ping  it  out  of  his  funds,  and  exercised  an  interested  super¬ 
vision  over  it,  renewing  from  time  to  time  the  equipment 
as  more  apparatus  came  upon  the  market,  all  of  which  was 
done  at  his  own  expense.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Finance  Committee  and  out  of  his  fund  of  experience 
in  the  investment  world  gave  valuable  counsel  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Endowment  Fund  securities.  While  the 
gift  to  the  hospital  is  a  princely  one,  yet  it  is  not  at  all 
out  of  proportion  as  a  fitting  memorial  to  Mr.  Senff’s 
splendid  record  as  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Board.  The 
Board  of  Managers  are  truly  grateful  to  his  daughter  for 
thus  continuing  in  a  practical  way  the  splendid  service 
which  her  father  in  his  lifetime  carried  on. 

Board  of  Managers.” 

Frederick  William  Senff  was  also  prominent  in 
financial  circles  in  New  York  and  Newburgh  and  at 
the  time  of  his  death  was  a  Director  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  Newburgh  Savings  Bank.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  New  York  State  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  which  he  joined  while  actively  engaged  in 
business,  but  retained  his  membership  after  his  re¬ 
tirement.  He  served  for  many  years  as  a  trustee  of 
the  Boards  of  Washington’s  Headquarters  and  of 
Knox  Headquarters  and  was  re-appointed  shortly 
before  his  death  by  Governor  Alfred  E.  Smith. 

While  reserve  characterized  his  dealings  with  the 
public  in  general,  he  was  universally  esteemed  for  his 
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high  sense  of  honor  and  integrity.  His  intimate 
friends  who  knew  his  true  worth  loved  him  for  his 
amiability  and  generosity  which  were  the  motivat¬ 
ing  forces  during  his  useful  life. 

Mr.  Senff  married,  October  23,  1878,  Georgiana 
Havemeyer,  daughter  of  George  Lewis  and  Eliza 
Jane  (Arcularius)  Havemeyer.  ( See  Arcularius  and 
Havemeyer  Lines.)

*s  ment^one<f  m  the  first  book  of  records 
of  the  City  of  Biickeburg  in  the  princi¬ 
pality  of  Schaumburg-Lippe,  Germany. 

The  City  of  Biickeburg,  which  is  built  around  a 
castle,  erected  during  the  twelfth  century,  was 
founded  by  Prince  Ernst  about  1600,  and  Hermann 
Hovemeyer,  progenitor  of  the  line  hereinafter  under 
consideration,  is  listed  as  a  member  of  the  Bakers’ 
Guild  in  1 644  in  the  City  Hall  in  Biickeburg.  It  is, 
however,  highly  probable  that  the  Havemeyers  were 
settled  in  the  locality  long  before  1600,  as  were 
most  of  the  families  mentioned  in  these  records. 

Hermann  Hovemeyer  and  others  of  the  lineage  are 
mentioned  frequently  in  the  municipal  records 
beginning  in  1644,  indicating  that  members  of  the 
family  were  among  the  first  inhabitants  and  took  an 
active  part  in  the  founding  of  the  settlement,  hold¬ 
ing  public  office  and  serving  in  the  wars  of  the  period. 
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The  descendants  of  Hermann  Hovemeyer  continued 
for  generations  to  figure  conspicuously  in  the  affairs 
of  their  native  Biickeburg,  where  the  name  is  still 
well  known  and  highly  honored.  Church  and  town 
records  abound  with  references  to  members  of  the 
family,  especially  concerning  transfers  of  deed  and 
acquisition  of  property  indicating  that  they  have 
always  been  numbered  among  the  substantial  and 
better  class  of  citizens. 

Hermann  Hovemeyer  was  born  about  1600 
and  died  in  Biickeburg  about  1665.  He  was  one  of 
the  original  twenty  members  of  a  Bakers’  Guild 
formed  in  Biickeburg,  March  5,  1644.  His  name 
appears  frequently  in  other  municipal  records  and 
he  is  listed  as  the  owner  of  three  houses,  Numbers  61, 
103  and  152.  The  first,  evidently  his  residence, 
came  to  his  son,  Jobst  William  Hovemeyer,  in  1669 
and  remained  in  possession  of  the  family  over  two 
hundred  years.  In  1696  the  house,  Number  152,  was 
in  possession  of  another  son,  Julius  Hovemeyer.  One 
of  these  houses  was  adjacent  to  that  of  the  Senff 
family,  (q.  v.),  another  prominent  pioneer  family 
of  Biickeburg  with  whom  the  Havemeyers  for 
generations  maintained  a  warm  friendship. 

Hermann  Hovemeyer  married  Lucie,  surname 
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unknown.  Her  tombstone  in  the  family  plot  in  old 
Biickeburg  Cemetery  bears  the  following  inscription 
which  is  translated  from  the  German: 

"Anno,  1653,  the  twenty- third  of  October,  Hermann 
Hovemeyer ’s  blessed  wife  Lucie  fell  asleep  in  the  Lord 
and  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  the  same  month  was  laid  to 
rest.”

Jobst  William  Hovemeyer,  son  of  Hermann 
and  Lucie  Hovemeyer,  was  born  in  Biickeburg, 
where  he  died  about  1675.  On  November  17,  1652, 
he  became  a  Master  Baker  and  was  admitted  to  the 
Guild.  He  took  his  brother,  Julius,  as  an  apprentice, 
which  is  recorded  in  the  municipal  record  book  as 
follows: 

"On  February  5  th,  1665,  Hermann  Hovemeyer  placed 
his  son  Julius  Hovemeyer  as  apprentice  with  his  son  Jobst 
Wilm  Hovemeyer.” 

In  1669  Jobst  William  Hovemeyer  was  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  his  father’s  house,  Number  61.  The  name  of 
his  wife  is  unknown.  After  his  death  she  married 
Peter  Schutte,  a  Baker.  That  Jobst  William  Hove- 
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meyer  died  about  1 67  5  is  indicated  by  the  following 
from  the  municipal  record  book: 

"Anno,  1675,  June  27th,  the  widow  of  Jobst  William 
Hovemeyer,  offered  to  pay  Five  Thaler  to  the  City 
Council.”

Hans  Heinrich  Hovemeyer,  son  of  Jobst 
William  FJovemeyer,  was  born  about  1672  in 
Buckeburg,  where  he  died  about  1704.  He  and  his 
brother,  Hermann,  became  apprentices  of  their  step¬ 
father  which  is  recorded  as  follows: 

"Anno,  1680,  April  12th,  Peter  Schutte  took  his  stepson, 
Hermann,  the  lawful  son  of  the  late  Jobst  Hovemeyer,  in 
apprenticeship.” 

"Anno,  1681,  April  12th,  the  other  stepson,  Hans 
Heinrich  Hovemeyer.” 

Hans  Heinrich  Hovemeyer  was  the  owner  of  house 
Number  61  in  1696.  The  name  of  his  wife  is 
unknown. 

Hans  Hermann  Hovemeyer,  son  of  Hans 
Heinrich  Hovemeyer,  was  born  in  1690  in  Biicke- 
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burg,  where  he  died  in  1775.  He  inherited  also  house 
Number  61  in  which  he  lived,  and  also  bought  house 
Number  7  5  in  Braustrasse  from  the  Baker  Reinke. 
This  house  was  later  occupied  by  his  son,  Anton. 

The  name  of  Hans  Hermann  Hovemeyer’s  first 
wife  is  unknown.  He  married  (second) ,  about  1731, 
Maria  Elizabeth  Rostar  of  Meinsen,  and  (third) 
Catherine  Dettmer  of  Schell,  who  died  in  1774.

Child  of  the  second  marriage: 

(2)  Anton  Heinrich,  born  in  1731  in  Biickeburg, 
where  he  died  in  November,  1775.  He  learned 
the  baker’s  trade  of  his  father.  He  became  a 
Master  Baker  in  1757.  In  1762  he  established 
himself  in  house  Number  75  on  Braustrasse  and 
in  the  same  year  married  Maria  Elizabeth  Muller 
of  Schleie,  who  died  in  1788.

(i)  Dietrich  William,  born  in  1763  in  Biicke- 
burg,  where  he  died  in  December,  1827. 
He  married  (first),  in  1785,  Sophie 
Elizabeth  Steinmayer,  who  died  in  1813; 
he  married  (second),  in  1814,  Charlotte 
Rascha  of  Obernkirchem,  who  died  in 
Minden  in  1838. 

(ii)  Wilhelmine  Catherine,  born  in  Biickeburg 
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in  1765,  died  in  1815.  She  married  (first), 
in  1785,  in  Furth,  Bavaria,  Mr.  Schohl. 
She  married  (second)  Mr.  Barthel,  also  of 
Furth. 

(hi)  Anton,  born  in  Buckeburg  in  1767,  died  in 
Bremerlehe  in  1802.  Unmarried.  Fie 
studied  surgery  and  in  1784  was  assistant 
surgeon  in  the  Prussian  Army  at  Passwalk. 
Later  studied  in  Berlin  and  became  a 
surgeon. 

(iv)  Johann  Heinrich  Christopher,  born  April 
21,  1769,  in  Buckeburg,  where  he  died 
after  1830.  On  April  8,  1789,  became  a 
Master  Baker;  in  1798  was  chairman  of  the 
Brewers’  Committee  and  Lay  Judge  in  the 
Common  Council;  in  1818  Senator  and  in 
1830  Municipal  Councilor.  He  married 
(first),  in  1789,  Anna  Maria  Hedehorst  of 
Minden,  who  died  in  1794;  he  married 
(second),  March  1,  1795,  Marie  Margrete 
Koch,  daughter  of  Ludwig  Koch  of 
Minden.  By  his  first  marriage,  three 
children  who  died  young;  by  the  second, 
two  daughters  and  four  sons.

Dietrich  Wilhelm  Hovemeyer,  son  of  Hans 
Hermann  Hovemeyer,  was  born  in  172  5  in  Biicke- 
burg,  where  he  died  August  13,  1784.  A  passport 
was  issued  to  him  at  Hamlin,  September  22,  1749. 
He  was  a  soldier  and  served  during  the  Seven  Years’ 
War.  He  became  a  Master  Baker  in  1752  and  lived 
in  house  Number  5  8  in  Langenstrasse.  He  married, 
in  1765,  Elenore  Charlotte  Hauserr,  daughter  of 
Anton  Ludwig  Hauserr,  a  member  of  the  Common 
Council  of  Biickeburg.

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The  Family  in  America 

The  name  of  Havemeyer  is  inseparably  and  most 
honorably  connected  with  the  development  of  the 
great  sugar  and  sugar  refining  industry  in  the 
United  States  of  which  the  brothers,  Friedrich 
Wilhelm  and  Frederick  Christian  Havemeyer,  sons  of 
Dietrich  Wilhelm  and  Elenore  Charlotte  (Hauserr) 
Hovemeyer,  were  pioneers.  The  remarkable  growth 
of  this  important  industry  began  in  a  small  sugar  re¬ 
finery  on  Budd  Street,  later  Vandam  Street,  in  New 
York,  founded  in  1807  by  the  brothers  whose 
biographies  follow.  They  built  on  two  lots,  which 
they  sub-leased  from  Trinity  Church  Corporation, 
a  small  two  story  house,  thirty  by  forty  feet,  and 
established  the  firm  of  W.  and  F.  C.  Havemeyer. 
With  the  assistance  of  two  hired  men  the  brothers, 
doing  their  own  cooperage  and  waiting  on  customers, 
produced  about  four  hundred  boxes  of  sugar  per  year. 
In  1809  their  quarters  were  enlarged  and  fifteen  men 
employed.  The  partnership  continued  until  March 
5,  182  8,  when  the  brothers  sold  their  interests  to  their 
sons  and  the  name  of  the  firm  became  W.  F.  &  F.  C. 
Havemeyer,  Jrs.  Since  then  the  firm  has  undergone 
many  changes,  but  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  for 
several  generations  the  business  founded  by  the 
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Havemeyer  brothers  remained  in  the  family  and  that 
the  yearly  output  of  four  hundred  boxes  of  sugar  in 
1807  had  grown  to  a  million  pounds  in  1828.  The 
subsequent  phenomenal  growth  of  the  business  which 
eventually  became  The  American  Sugar  Refining 
Company  and  for  which  Mr.  Frederick  Christian 
Havemeyer,  Jr.,  (son  of  the  founder  Frederick 
Christian) ,  and  his  sons,  Theodore  A.  and  Henry  O. 
Havemeyer,  are  mainly  responsible,  is  now  a  matter 
oi  record.  The  daily  output  had  reached  five 
million  pounds  in  1898.  This  outstanding  success 
may  well  be  attributed  to  the  invincible  energy, 
keen  foresight,  sound  judgment  and  sterling  integrity 
of  the  founders,  qualities  which  have  been  the  in¬ 
heritance  of  their  descendants,  many  of  whom  have 
played  an  important  part  in  the  industrial  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  United  States. 

Friedrich  Wilhelm  Havemeyer,  son  of 
Dietrich  Wilhelm  and  Elenore  Charlotte  (Hauserr) 
Hovemeyer,  was  born  in  Biickeburg,  March  7,  1770, 
and  died  in  New  York  City,  August  13,  1851.  His 
parents  died  during  his  early  childhood  at  a  time 
when  unrest  and  war  threatened  the  old  Germanic 
confederation,  and  at  the  age  of  fifteen  he  left 
Germany  for  London,  England.  He  possessed 
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determination  and  perseverance  in  a  marked  degree 
and  soon  found  employment  as  an  apprentice  in  a 
sugar  refinery.  He  thoroughly  mastered  every 
detail  of  this  business  which  in  later  years  was  to  make 
the  Havemeyer  name  famous  and  in  a  few  years  was 
made  superintendent  of  the  Refinery.  Sugar  refining 
was  at  that  time  in  its  infancy  in  America  and  men 
familiar  with  its  intricate  details  were  eagerly  sought. 
An  offer  was  made  to  Mr.  Havemeyer  by  representa¬ 
tives  of  Messrs.  Edmund  Seaman  and  Company  of 
New  York  to  come  and  take  charge  of  their  sugar 
refinery  on  Pine  Street.  He  accepted  the  position  and 
secured  a  contract,  arriving  in  New  York  in  1799 
with  a  bill  of  exchange  for  sixty  pounds  sterling, 
dated  London,  March  12,  1799,  drawn  on  James  J. 
Roosevelt,  Merchant  of  New  York.  From  the  time  of 
his  arrival  in  New  York,  he  became  known  as 
William  Havemeyer.  He  labored  unceasingly  for 
Seaman  and  Company  and  built  up  the  Refinery  to 
the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  owners.  When  his  con¬ 
tract  had  expired  in  1807  he  had  amassed  sufficient 
capital  to  engage  in  an  independent  enterprise  and 
on  January  1,  1807,  in  partnership  with  his  younger 
brother,  Frederick  Christian  Havemeyer,  who  in  the 
meantime  had  joined  him  in  New  York,  he  estab¬ 
lished  a  sugar  refinery  at  No.  1 5  Budd  Street  under 
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the  firm  name  W.  and  F.  C.  Havemeyer.  The  site, 
afterwards  changed  to  87  Vandam  Street  between 
Hudson  and  Greenwich  Streets,  was  leased  from 
Henry  Gilford.  The  business  prospered  amazingly 
and  the  brothers  soon  became  known  for  their  skill, 
honorable  business  conduct  and  financial  integrity. 
Mr.  Havemeyer  became  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  in  1807.  The  firm  of  and  F.  C.  Havemeyer 
continued  until  March  5,  1828,  when  the  brothers 
disposed  of  the  business  to  their  sons,  W.  F.  and  F.  C. 
Havemeyer,  Jrs. 

When  William  Havemeyer  died  in  18  51,  he  had 
amassed  a  considerable  fortune  for  that  period  and 
gained  an  enviable  reputation  as  one  of  the  leading 
citizens  of  his  day.  His  reputation  for  ability  and 
integrity  was  unequaled  among  pioneer  New  York 
business  men,  a  heritage  which  has  made  the  name  of 
Havemeyer  one  of  the  foremost  in  the  history  of 
American  industry.  His  son,  William  Frederick, 
whose  biography  follows,  was  one  of  the  most  prom¬ 
inent  men  in  New  York  during  his  day  and  is  re¬ 
garded  as  the  progenitor  of  "the  other  branch”  of 
the  Havemeyer  family 

William  Frederick  Havemeyer,  son  of 
Frederick  William  Havemeyer,  was  born  February 
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12,  1804,  in  New  York,  where  he  died  November  3  0, 
1874.  He  attended  the  public  schools  and  graduated 
from  Columbia  College  in  1823.  Upon  his  father’s 
retirement  in  1828,  he  and  his  cousin,  Frederick 
Christian  Havemeyer,  established  the  firm  of  W.  F. 
and  F.  C.  Havemeyer,  Jrs.,  which  they  conducted 
successfully  until  1841.  Mr.  Havemeyer  was  in¬ 
terested  in  many  other  business  enterprises  and  was 
noted  as  a  financier.  He  was  elected  president  of  the 
Bank  of  North  America  in  18  51  and  president  of  the 
New  York  Savings  Bank  in  18  57.  He  was  vice- 
president  of  the  Pennsylvania  Coal  Company  and  of 
the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  and  a  director 
in  many  corporations. 

He  took  an  active  part  in  politics  and  is  best  known 
and  remembered  for  his  outstanding  record  in  public 
life.  He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic  general 
committee  of  New  York  City  and  a  presidential 
elector  in  1 844.  He  was  elected  mayor  of  the  city  in 
1845  and  after  serving  one  term  declined  renomina¬ 
tion.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  emigration  and  was 
instrumental  in  passing  the  act  creating  the  Board  of 
Emigration  Commissioners  in  1847.  He  became  the 
first  president  of  this  board.  He  was  elected  mayor 
again  in  1848  and  served  one  term.  In  18  59,  upon 
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earnest  solicitation,  he  accepted  the  nomination  for 
the  same  office,  but  was  defeated  by  Fernando  Wood. 
He  maintained  his  interest  in  municipal  affairs  and 
during  the  trying  days  of  the  Civil  War  was  a  staunch 
supporter  of  the  national  government.  When  the 
Tweed  Ring  was  exposed  in  1870,  Mr.  Havemeyer, 
as  president  of  the  famous  Committee  of  Seventy, 
was  untiring  in  his  efforts  for  reform  and  in  associa¬ 
tion  with  Charles  O’Connor,  Joseph  H.  Choate, 
Samuel  J.  Tilden  and  many  others,  equally  notable, 
did  much  to  end  the  graft  and  corruption  then 
flourishing  in  New  York  polit  ics.  Tn  1871  he  "svas 
elected  mayor  for  the  third  time  and  died  while  in 
office. 

William  Frederick  Havemeyer  married,  in  1828, 
at  Craigville,  New  York,  Sarah  Agnes  Craig, 
daughter  of  Elector  Craig,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
National  House  of  Representatives,  1823-25, 
1829-31.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  following 
children:  William,  Sarah  Chandler,  John  Craig, 
Henry,  Hector  Craig,  James,  Laura  Amelia,  Charles 
William,  and  William  Frederick,  Jr. 

Frederick  Christian  Havemeyer,  son  of 
Dietrich  Wilhelm  and  Elenore  Charlotte  (Hauserr) 
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Hovemeyer,  was  born  in  Biickeburg,  August  2,  1774, 
and  died  in  New  York  City,  September  20,  1841. 
He  followed  the  example  of  his  elder  brother, 
William,  whom  he  joined  in  London,  and  learned 
the  art  of  sugar  refining  in  all  its  branches.  He  re¬ 
mained  in  London  when  his  brother  left  for 
America  in  1799,  but  followed  at  a  later  date.  The 
exact  date  of  his  arrival  in  New  York  is  not  known. 
It  was,  however,  prior  to  April  16,  1802,  as  on  that 
date  in  1807  he  became  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
which  required  five  years  residence.  Little  is  known 
of  his  first  few  years  in  New  York,  except  that  he 
worked  as  an  employee  in  sugar  refineries  until  1807, 
when  he  became  associated  with  his  brother  in 
establishing  the  firm  of  W.  and  F.  C.  Havemeyer. 
He  was  fully  as  skilled  in  the  art  of  sugar  refining 
as  his  brother  and  equally  as  energetic  and  in¬ 
dustrious.  He  acquired  valuable  real  estate  in  New 
York  and  the  credit  for  the  success  of  W.  and  F.  C. 
Havemeyer  must  be  divided  equally  between  them. 
In  1817  he  acquired  blocks,  numbers  23  and  24  for 
$2100.  On  this  land  which  lay  between  57th  and 
59  th  Streets  from  Broadway  to  Ninth  Avenue  he 
built  his  mansion,  located  at  the  present  Columbus 
Circle.  This  mansion  was  used  as  a  home  for  soldiers’ 
children  during  the  Civil  War.  He  also  accumulated 
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a  large  fortune,  and,  like  his  brother,  took  great  pride 
in  instructing  his  sons  in  every  detail  of  sugar  refin¬ 
ing.  The  success  which  attended  their  careers  in  the 
next  generation  was  in  a  large  measure  due  to  the 
foresight  of  the  pioneer  brothers,  who  initiated  their 
sons  into  all  the  intricacies  of  manufacturing  the 
product  of  sugar  for  which,  as  the  country  expanded, 
the  demand  grew  steadily. 

The  name  of  Frederick  Christian  Havemeyer  is  as 
honorable  as  his  career  was  successful.  He  managed 
the  fortune  which  he  accumulated  by  his  own  efforts 
wisely  and  well,  spending  the  last  decade  of  his  life  in 
looking  after  his  large  financial  and  property 
interests.

Frederick  Christian  Havemeyer,  Jr.,  son  of 
Frederick  Christian  and  Catherine  (Billeger)  Have¬ 
meyer,  was  born  in  New  York  City,  February  5, 
1807,  and  died  at  Throgg’s  Neck,  New  York,  July 
28,  1891.  He  was  educated  in  the  New  York  public 
schools  and  then  matriculated  at  Columbia  College, 
but  left  at  the  end  of  his  sophomore  year  in  1826  to 
enter  the  sugar  refinery  of  W.  and  F.  C.  Havemeyer 
in  which  his  father  was  a  partner  and  then  located  at 
87  Vandam  Street.  At  that  time,  as  stated  in  the 
biographies  of  the  Havemeyer  brothers,  the  industry 
destined  to  grow  to  vast  proportions  under  the 
management  of  Frederick  Christian  Havemeyer,  Jr., 
was  in  its  infancy,  employing  less  than  a  dozen  opera¬ 
tives  and  producing  an  annual  output  of  about  a 
million  pounds. 

Mr.  Havemeyer  undertook  to  learn  the  business 
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and  began  at  the  very  bottom.  At  the  age  of  twenty 
he  was  capable  of  managing  a  refinery  and  in  1828, 
in  partnership  with  his  cousin,  William  Frederick 
Havemeyer,  Jr.,  (q.  v.),  took  over  the  business  of 
W.  and  F.  C.  Havemeyer  and  conducted  it  as  W.  F. 
and  F.  C.  Havemeyer,  Jrs.  This  partnership  was 
eminently  successful  and  great  increase  in  output 
and  expansion  of  the  plant  took  place,  with  con¬ 
sequent  profitable  returns  to  its  owners.  The  associa¬ 
tion  of  the  cousins  continued  until  1841  when  both 
retired,  Frederick  C.  being  succeeded  by  his  brother, 
Diedrich  Michael,  and  William  F.  by  his  brother, 
Albert. 

Mr.  Havemeyer  retired  from  active  business  in 
order  to  devote  his  time  and  attention  to  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  his  father’s  large  estate  to  which  he  gave  the 
most  scrupulous  care.  Administration  of  the  affairs 
of  the  estate  and  his  own  large  financial  interests  gave 
him  little  time  for  leisure  or  recreation  for  several 
years.  Later,  however,  he  found  time  for  extensive 
travel  at  home,  in  Europe  and  other  parts  of  the 
world. 

He  never  lost  his  interest  in  the  business  estab¬ 
lished  by  his  father  and  uncle  and  kept  abreast  of 
new  methods  and  discoveries  pertaining  to  sugar 
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refining,  but  he  did  not  then  know  that  it  would  be 
his  destiny  to  re-enter  the  business,  which  in  1842  he 
thought  he  had  left  forever. 

The  year  1  8  5  5  saw  him  again  actively  engaged  in 
sugar  refining  in  Williamsburg,  then  a  suburb  of 
Brooklyn,  and  it  was  then  that  the  experience  gained 
from  his  father  and  uncle  became  of  immense  value 
to  him.  He  had  performed  every  task  that  goes  into 
sugar  refining,  from  passing  coal  to  the  furnaces  to 
the  highest  duties  in  refining  and  had  a  thorough 
knowledge,  mechanical  as  well  as  scientific,  of  every 
department.  This  experience  gave  him  a  tremendous 
advantage  over  other  men  engaged  in  the  industry 
and  enabled  him  to  quickly  grasp  and  improve  on 
systems  of  refining  not  known  in  the  early  days.  He 
formed  the  firm  of  F.  C.  Havemeyer  &  Company, 
which  in  1861  became  Havemeyer,  Townsend  & 
Company  and  later  as  Havemeyers  &  Elder,  the 
largest  sugar  refineries  in  the  world.  His  sons, 
notably  among  whom  were  Theodore  A.  and  Henry 
O.  Havemeyer,  and  his  nephew,  Charles  H.  Senff, 
were  admitted  as  partners  and  eventually  took  over 
his  large  interests.  Mr.  Havemeyer  had  the  faculty 
of  surrounding  himself  with  capable  men  and  of 
winning  their  loyalty  and  genuine  affection,  and 
though  he  was  active  until  his  retirement  a  few  years 
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before  his  death,  he  had  the  enviable  satisfaction  to 
know  that  the  vast  enterprise  which  he  had  founded 
was  being  carried  forward  on  the  principle  of  sound 
judgment  and  unquestionable  integrity  which  had 
been  his  policy  and  that  of  the  Havemeyers  since  they 

established  their  small  sugar  refinery  on  Budd  Street

in  New  York  in  1807. 

During  the  latter  part  of  his  life  Mr.  Havemeyer 
traveled  at  home  and  abroad  and  found  leisure  to 
indulge  his  love  for  literature  and  the  study  of 
languages.  He  was  keenly  interested  in  education  and 
served  many  years  as  President  of  the  School  Board 
of  Westchester  County  of  which  he  was  a  resident. 
Largely  through  his  influence  the  curriculum  was 
raised  to  a  high  standard  and  the  facilities  for  public 
education  increased  and  enlarged.

Upon  his  return  he  re-entered 
his  father  s  firm,  which  was  then  Havemeyer, 
Townsend  &  Company,  and  was  admitted  as  a 
partner  in  1862.  In  the  following  year  the  firm 
became  Havemeyers  &  Elder,  and  Mr.  Have¬ 
meyer,  who  was  in  charge  of  construction  and 
manufacturing  details  of  all  refineries  operated 
by  the  company,  was  instrumental  in  making 
Havemeyers  &  Elder  the  largest  sugar  refining 
firm  in  the  world.  In  1887  he  became  President 
and  Director  of  the  Sugar  Refineries  Company, 
which  was  dissolved  in  1890.  He  became  one  of 
the  incorporators  of  The  American  Sugar 
Refining  Company  the  following  year  and 
served  as  a  director,  vice-president  and  member 
of  the  executive  committee  until  his  death.  He 
was  also  director  in  many  large  corporations, 
banks  and  railroad  companies.  In  1892  he  built 
the  Havemeyer  Building  at  Church,  Dey  and 
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Courtlandt  Streets,  then  the  largest  and  tallest 
office  building  in  New  York.  Rated  as  the 
greatest  sugar  refiner  of  his  day,  he  was  held  in 
high  repute  for  his  sound  judgment  and  execu¬ 
tive  ability.  In  1871  he  was  appointed  Austro- 
Hungarian  consul  in  New  York  to  succeed  his 
father-in-law,  Charles  Frederick  de  Loosey,  and 
held  this  position  until  1896  when  he  resigned. 
On  May  2,  1871,  he  received  from  the  Emperor 
Francis  Joseph  the  Order  of  the  Grand  Cross  with 
star,  knight  commander,  second  class,  and  on 
February  1,  1896,  he  was  further  honored  with 
the  decoration  of  Knight  Grand  Cross,  first  class. 
The  King  of  Portugal  conferred  on  him,  April 
4,  1873,  the  Order  of  Christ  of  Portugal,  knight 
commander  with  star.  Mr,  Havemeyer  had  many 
interests  outside  of  his  business,  principally  the 
raising  of  Jersey  cattle  at  his  large  farm  in 
Mahwah,  New  Jersey,  where  his  son,  Henry  O. 
Havemeyer  now  resides.  His  favorite  recreation 
was  driving,  and  he  was  one  of  the  organizers 
of  the  Coaching  Club.  He  was  also  an  ardent 
golfer  and  one  of  the  first  in  America  to  take 
up  this  sport.  He  was  the  organizer  in  1894  of 
the  United  States  Golf  Association  and  served  as 
its  first  president  from  1894-97.  He  donated  the 
Havemeyer  championship  cups  for  men  and 
women.  Mr.  Havemeyer  was  a  man  of  a  genial, 
forceful  and  attractive  personality,  generous  in 
hospitality  and  cultivated  in  manner.  He  was 
prominent  socially  and  in  club  life  in  New  York 
and  Newport,  where  he  maintained  his  summer

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ICHAEL  BILLIGER,  emigrant  ancestor, 
was  born  in  Wiirtemburg,  Germany, 
September  29,  1750,  and  died  in  New 
York  City,  February  16,  183 6.  He 
came  to  America  in  1768  and  settled  in  Philadelphia 
from  where  he  removed  to  Wallkill,  New  York,  and 
built  a  fulling  mill  on  the  Wallkill  River,  located  in 
the  section  called  the  Basin  and  on  land  called 
Mitchell’s,  named  after  a  man  who  kept  a  general 
store  there.  His  residence  was  in  Shawangunk,  where 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
founded  by  the  Dutch  and  Huguenots,  and  where 
his  marriage  and  the  baptism  of  several  of  his  children 
took  place. 


He  was  a  soldier  during  the  Revolution  and  was 
on  the  payroll  of  Sergeant  David  Mills.  He  was  one 
of  fourteen  horsemen  ordered  by  Governor  George 
Clinton  to  apprehend  Tories  in  April,  1777.  He  held 
the  rank  of  Sergeant  in  ''Johnson’s”  or  "Jansen’s” 
Regiment  for  about  nineteen  months  and  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  battle  of  Hackensack.  His  application 
for  a  pension  was  allowed  May  2,  183  3. 

Michael  Billiger  was  a  friend  of  Wm.  and  F.  C. 
Havemeyer,  who  started  a  sugar  refinery  in  New 
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York  in  1807  and  was  one  of  their  first  employees.

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j^EORGE  ARCULARIUS,  emigrant  an¬ 
cestor  of  the  line  hereinafter  followed, 
was  born  in  Marburg,  Germany,  in  1765, 
and  died  in  New  York,  August  6,  18  52. 
The  exact  date  of  his  arrival  in  America  is  unknown; 
it  was,  however,  before  August  1,  178  5  as  on  that 


date  he  is  listed  in  the  parish  records  as  a  member  of 
the  United  German  Lutheran  Church  of  the  City  of 
New  York.  He  was  a  baker  and  flour  merchant, 
catering  to  the  shipping  trade  and  very  successful. 
He  resided  at  3  0  Cortlandt  Street  and  his  shop  was 
located  on  Dey  Street. 


George  Arcularius  accumulated  considerable 
property  and  his  home  was  well  known  for  its 
bountiful  hospitality.  Many  of  the  most  prominent 
pioneer  business  men  of  the  day  were  his  friends  and 
associates,  among  them  John  Jacob  Astor,  Commo¬ 
dore  Vanderbilt  and  William  and  Frederick  Christian 
Havemeyer.  It  was  at  the  Arcularius  home  that  the 
latter  met  his  future  wife,  Catherine  Billeger. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  "Mechanics  and  Trades¬ 
men’s  Society,”  organized  by  a  number  of  leading 
citizens  "for  benevolent  and  social  purposes,”  and 
incorporated  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  in  1792. 
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The  society  erected  a  building  for  its  headquarters  at 
the  corner  of  Park  Place  and  Broadway  known  as 
"Mechanics  Hall.”  George  Arcularius  was  one  of  the 
four  "Overseers  of  the  Poor”  for  the  society  and  is 
listed  as  such  in  the  1 8 1 6- 1 7  Directory  of  New  York. 
He  was  prominent  in  business  and  financial  circles 
and  was  one  of  the  first  trustees  of  the  Savings  Bank 
of  New  York  organized  at  the  City  Hotel,  November 
29,  1816. 

George  Arcularius  married  (first),  July  12,  1799, 
at  Christ  Church,  New  York,  Rosina  Dorothea 
Billeger,  daughter  of  Michael  and  Catherine 
(Carscadden)  Billiger.  (See  Billeger  Line.)  He  mar¬ 
ried  (second),  February  13,  1820,  Phoebe  Wright.

IQ\  cestor  of  the  line  hereinafter  followed, 
Sr  was  korn  *n  freland  and  died  in  Little 
Britain,  New  York,  in  1756.  According 
to  "Ulster  County  Wills,”  Vol.  II,  p.  156,  he  died 
intestate  and  his  brother-in-law,  Andrew  Todd,  was 
appointed  administrator. 

Accompanied  by  his  wife,  Elizabeth,  and  their 
eight  children,  Thomas  Nicholson  left  Dublin, 
Ireland,  on  May  20,  1729,  in  the  "George  and  Ann,” 
sailing  with  Charles  Clinton,  head  of  the  "Clinton 
Company.”  Misfortune  and  severe  hardships  attended 
the  voyage  as  described  in  the  following  "Journal  of 
Charles  Clinton’s  Voyage  from  Ireland  to  America, 
1729.” 

"I  took  my  journey  from  ye  County  of  Longford  on 
Friday  ye  9th  day  of  May;  came  to  Dublin  ye  12th,  ditto. 
Entered  on  shipboard  ye  ship  called  George  and  Ann  ye 
18  th.  Sett  sail  ye  20th. 

"The  Nicholsons  were  on  board. 

"Came  to  anchor  at  Glanarm  on  ye  24th,  where 
Matthew  McClaughery  and  his  wife  and  two  of  his  family 
went  on  shoar  and  quit  their  voyage. 

"Sett  sail  from  Glanarm  on  ye  2  5  th  and  came  to  Anchor 
at  Green  Castle  in  Ye  Lough  of  Foyle,  ye  26th,  where  we

stayed  till  ye  29th  then  sett  sail  in  company  with  ye  John 
of  Dublin  bound  for  New  Castle  in  ye  same  country. 

"Ditto,  came  in  sight  of  Loughsuly  (Lough-Swilly)  ye 
30th.  Sail’d  by  Tory  (Tory  Island)  and  Horse-head. 

"On  ye  30th  at  night  a  strong  wind  arose  ye  continued 
to  ye  first  of  June  at  evening  which  lowered  our  Bow¬ 
sprit  with  Hazard  to  our  Masts. 

"June  ye  2d  we  had  a  fair  breeze  for  our  westerly 
course.

"On  ye  8  th  ditto  a  child  of  James  McDowell’s  died  and 
was  thrown  overdeck. 

"On  ye  10th  ye  winds  came  to  East  and  be  South. 

"On  ye  11th  changed  more  Easterly  and  continues  fair 
and  seasonable. 

"On  ye  12th  the  winds  blew  North  and  be  East;  a  fresh 
gale  by  which  we  sail’d  40  leagues  in  20  hours  and  found 
we  were  in  49°  20'  North  Latitude  by  observation. 

"Ye  wind  changed  on  ye  14th  to  ye  South  and  so 
continued  to  ye  15  th  being  Sunday  morning.  One  of  ye 
servt’s  on  board  belonging  to  one  Gerald  Cruise  threw 
himself  overdeck  and  was  drowned. 
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"On  ye  15  th  ditto  my  daughter  Mary  fell  sick  of  ye 
measels. 

"A  serv’t  of  Mr.  Cruise’s  died  on  ye  17th  and  was  thrown 
overdeck.  The  wind  came  to  be  S.  and  continued  a  violent 
fresh  gale  to  ye  18  th.

The  original  destination  of  the  Company  was 
Pennsylvania,  but  because  of  many  deaths  and  short¬ 
ness  of  provisions,  growing  out  of  so  long  a  voyage, 
they  were  compelled  to  land  at  the  first  available 
place,  which  proved  to  be  Cape  Cod  and  where  the 
survivors  spent  the  winter.  They  removed  to  New 
York  in  the  spring  and  many  of  them,  including  the 
Nicholsons,  purchased  land  from  the  Indians  at  Little 
Britain.  According  to  historians  "they  gave  to  the 
State  of  New  York  in  themselves  and  in  their 
descendants  some  of  the  noblest  men  in  its  annals.”

PURDY 


UTHORITIES  on  the  derivation  of 
English  surnames  are  of  the  opinion  that 
its  origin  is  from  the  French  "Per  Dieu.” 
Various  forms  of  spelling  are  found  in 
early  English  records,  such  as  Pardew,  Purdue, 
Perdew,  Purdeu,  Purdie,  Purday  and  Purde.  John  and 
William  Purdeu  are  listed  in  Cambridgeshire  in  the 
fourteenth  century  and  a  Thomas  Purday  is  listed  in 
the  records  of  County  Norfolk  in  1383. 

The  family  is  now  widespread  in  England  and  the 
name  occurs  frequently  in  the  counties  of  Norfolk, 
Cambridge,  Elertford,  Worcester,  York  and  Essex. 
Indications  are  that  for  the  most  part  the  Purdys  were 
of  the  landed  gentry  and  yeomanry  of  Great  Britain. 

It  has  not  been  definitely  ascertained  from  which 
of  the  numerous  lines  of  the  family  in  England  the 
first  American  emigrants  were  descended,  but 
genealogists  agree  that  all  of  the  name  are  of  a 
common  and  remote  ancestry. 

Descendants  of  the  emigrant  ancestors  have  spread 
to  nearly  every  state  in  the  Union  and  have  played 
a  prominent  part  in  the  history  of  their  adopted 
country.  The  list  of  Purdys  who  fought  in  the  war 
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of  the  Revolution  is  a  long  one  and  includes  men 
from  New  York  and  most  of  the  New  England 
colonies. 

Francis  Purdy,  first  of  the  name  in  America,  was 
born  in  England  about  1600  and  died  in  Fairfield, 
Connecticut,  before  October  14,  1658.  He  is 

believed  to  have  emigrated  from  Yorkshire,  England, 
to  Concord,  Massachusetts,  and  removed  from  there 
to  Fairfield,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life. 
The  inventory  of  his  estate,  dated  at  Fairfield, 
October  14,  165  8,  shows  that  he  was  a  man  of 
property  and  means. 

He  married,  in  1645,  Mary  Brundish,  daughter  of 
John  Brundish,  of  Fairfield.  She  married  (second), 
in  1659,  John  Hoyt  and  removed  with  him  and  her 
children  from  Fairfield  to  Rye. 

Children: 

(1)  John,  born  in  Fairfield,  1646-47,  died  in  Rye 
before  December  26,  1678,  the  date  of  the 
inventory  of  his  estate.  He  married  Elizabeth 
Browne  of  Fairfield.  She  was  baptized  August 
1,  1647. 

(2)  Francis,  born  in  Fairfield  about  1650,  died  in 
Rye  about  1722. 

( 3 )  Joseph,  of  whom  further. 
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(4)  Mary,  born  about  165  5. 

(5)  Daniel,  born  in  Fairfield  about  1657,  died  young. 

Joseph  Purdy,  son  of  Francis  and  Mary 
(Brundisli)  Purdy,  was  born  in  Fairfield  in  1 65  3,  and 
died  in  Rye  in  1709.  He  was  of  Rye  in  1678  as  old 
deeds  show  that  in  that  year  he  owned  land  "adjacent 
to  that  of  his  brother,  John  Purdy’s.”  He  was  a 
prominent  member  of  the  community  and  served  as 
Justice  of  the  Peace  in  1702,  supervisor  1707-08  and 
represented  his  county  in  the  General  Assembly.  He 
was  also  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  church.  In  1701,  he, 
with  Colonel  Heathcote  and  others,  purchased  lands 
m  North  Castle,  Westchester  County,  where  some  of 
his  descendants  are  still  located. 

His  first  residence  in  Rye  was  on  the  road  leading 
to  Milton,  later  known  as  the  Clark  Mansion.  Later 
he  removed  to  Richard  Ogden’s  homestead  on  North 
Street,  "bought  in  1699  by  Joseph  Purdy.”  Rye 
deeds  also  show  that  "Joseph  Purdy  sold  lands  in 
1679,  bounded  by  land  laid  out  to  children  of 
brother  John  and  widow  Elizabeth  Purdy,  with  John 
Brundish  administrator.” 

Joseph  Purdy  married  Elizabeth  Ogden,  daughter 
of  John  Ogden. 
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Children: 

(1)  Joseph,  died  in  Rye  about  1734. 

(2)  Daniel,  died  about  1750.  He  was  one  of  the 
original  Patentees  of  Budd’s  Neck  in  1720  and 
owned  a  thousand  acres  in  Courtlandt’s  Manor. 
He  had  three  sons,  Hackabiah,  Joshua  and 
Daniel. 

(3)  Samuel,  died  in  Rye  in  1753.  He  was  a  school¬ 
master  in  Rye  in  1732,  Justice  of  the  Peace  and 
chaplain  of  the  militia.  He  also  served  as  town 
clerk,  overseer  and  farmer  of  excise. 

(4)  David,  died  about  1752.  He  removed  to  New¬ 
burgh,  New  York,  with  his  son,  Nathan,  about 
1750. 

( 5 )  Jonathan,  was  of  White  Plains  in  1729  and 
captain  of  the  local  militia  in  1750.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  Hart. 

(6)  John,  of  whom  further. 

(7)  Francis,  died  about  1750.  He  was  of  Newburgh 

and  lately  of  Rye”  in  1750,  when  he  released 
to  his  brother,  Daniel,  of  Rye,  all  claims  to  "farm 
where  Daniel  now  lives  below  the  country  road 
on  Budd’s  Neck,  which  our  deceased  father, 
Joseph,  owned.”  * 


John  Purdy,  son  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth 
(Ogden)  Purdy,  was  born  in  Rye  and  died  in  North 
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Castle,  Westchester  County,  New  York,  in  1770. 
He  was  called  "Still  John,”  but  whether  the  sobriquet 
was  for  reticence  or  for  an  occupation  then 
frequently  followed  by  farmers  of  the  vicinity  is  not 
known.  He  removed  from  Rye  to  North  Castle  in 
1736.  In  1760  "Still  John  Purdy”  and  his  son,  to¬ 
gether  with  others,  petitioned  the  governor  for  lands 
on  the  Northern  Frontier. 

He  married  Rebecca  (surname  unknown).  They 
were  the  parents  of  two  children,  John  and 
Nathaniel,  of  whom  further. 

Reverend  Nathaniel  Purdy,  son  of  John  and 
Rebecca  Purdy,  was  an  Episcopal  clergyman  of 
White  Plains.  The  name  of  his  wife  is  not  known. 

Reverend  Elisha  Purdy,  son  of  Reverend 
Nathaniel  Purdy,  was  born  February  7,  1739-40,  and 
died  March  1,  1820.  He  was  an  Episcopal  clergyman 
of  Middle  Hope  and  Marlborough,  New  York. 

He  married,  in  1762,  Mehitabel  Smith,  daughter 
of  Reverend  John  and  Mehitable  (Hooker)  Smith. 
( See  Smith  and  Hooker  Lines.) 

Elizabeth  Purdy,  daughter  of  Reverend  Elisha 
and  Mehitabel  (Smith)  Purdy,  was  born  in  West- 
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Chester  County  in  1775  and  died  in  Marlborough, 
New  York,  November  27,  1864.  She  married,  in 
1793,  Thomas  Dutcher  Bingham,  son  of  Jedediah  and 
Hannah  (Dow)  Bingham.  ( See  Bingham  Line.)

j^lHF  surname  Smith  is  of  great  antiquity . 

IQ\  and  is  said  by  authorities  on  family  names 
t0  t^ie  °^est:  with  the  possible  exception 
of  King.  It  is  classified  in  the  large  group 
of  names  derived  from  an  occupation.  Arthur  in  his 
"Derivation  of  Family  Names”  says  that  it  was 
"originally  applied  to  artificers  in  wood  as  well  as 
metal,  in  fact  to  all  mechanical  workmen.”  Another 
version  is  that  it  is  derived  from,  "He  who  smooths 
metal  by  smithing;  he  who  smiteth.”  In  every  stage 
of  civilization  the  Smith  or  Ferrier  has  been  the  ruling 
artisan.  A  Persian  legend  mentions  Gaveh,  the  smith, 
whose  leathern  apron  was  encrusted  with  gold  and 
gems  and  became  the  emblem  on  the  royal  banner. 
Before  the  Norman  Conquest  the  art  of  working  in 
iron  was  of  great  importance  and  the  Smith  ranked 
highest  of  all  the  retainers  of  rulers.  The  art  of 
shaping  armor  and  weapons  was  handed  down  from 
father  to  son  and  it  was  part  of  the  Smith’s  duty  to 
know  and  to  teach  how  to  handle  and  use  them.  There 
are  many  variations  of  the  name,  Smith,  Schmity, 
Schmidt,  Smid,  Smyth,  Smythy,  Smeton  and  Le 
Fevre  being  the  most  common. 

In  ancient  history,  the  name  is  associated  with 
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thousands  of  armorers  and  artisans  skilled  in  smith¬ 
craft,  but  the  numerous  branches  of  their  descendants 
are  in  no  way  related  to  one  another.  There  are  more 
families  in  the  world  bearing  the  name  of  Smith  or 
its  variations,  than  any  other.  More  than  a  million  of 
the  name  are  found  in  Great  Britain,  where  one  of  the 
proudest  Earldoms  is  that  of  Smith,  the  family  name 
of  the  Earls  of  Derby. 

In  America  the  Smiths  have  been  numerous  since 
the  earliest  times  and  have  played  an  important  part 
in  the  founding  of  the  nation.  Their  skill  and  art 
were  essential  to  the  early  settlers  of  Plymouth 
Colony,  who  for  their  own  protection  passed  a  law 
in  1626  against  the  smiths  "using  their  science  for 
the  benefit  of  strangers  or  foreigners  without  consent 
of  the  Governor’s  Council,  the  breach  thereof  to  be 
punished  at  their  discretion.”  There  are  but  a  few 
Smith  families  in  America,  whose  ancestry  can  be 
traced  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  prior  to  1600, 
such  as  the  line  of  William  Smith,  progenitor  of  the 
family  hereinafter  under  consideration  and  ancestor 
of  Mehitabel  Smith,  who  became  the  wife  of  Rev. 
Elisha  Purdy. 

William  Smith  was  born  on  the  Isle  of  Ely, 
Cambridgeshire  and  died  in  1 682  at  Newport  Pagnell, 
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Buckinghamshire.  He  was  a  soldier  in  Cromwell’s 
army  and  married  Elizabeth  Hartley  of  Lancashire. 
They  were  the  parents  of  six  children: 

(1)  William,  the  oldest,  left  England  and  settled  at 
Port  Royal,  Jamaica,  in  the  West  Indies,  where 
he  acquired  the  sobriquet  "Port  Royal  Smith.” 
He  married  Frances  Peartree,  daughter  of 
Colonel  William  Peartree,  who  was  mayor  of 
New  York,  1703-1706. 

(2)  James. 

(3)  John. 

(4)  Samuel. 

( 5 )  Thomas,  of  whom  further. 

(6)  Christiana. 

Thomas  Smith,  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth 
(Hartley)  Smith,  was  born  in  England,  September 
18,  1675,  and  died  in  New  York  City,  November 
14,  1745.  He  came  to  America  with  his  family  in 
1715  in  order  to  escape  religious  persecution  and 
settled  in  New  York,  where  he  became  a  wealthy 
tallow-chandler  and  prominent  merchant.  He  was 
a  zealous  and  devout  Presbyterian  and  soon  identified 
himself  with  a  small  group  anxious  to  establish  a 
Presbyterian  Church  in  New  York,  where  that 
denomination  then  had  few  adherents.  They  met 
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every  Sabbath  for  worship  in  private  houses  and 
services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  James  Anderson. 
In  1719  a  committee  was  authorized  to  purchase  a 
lot  on  Wall  Street  on  which  a  church  was  erected. 
Thomas  Smith  was  a  member  of  this  committee  and 
also  served  as  trustee  of  the  church  until,  with  others, 
he  withdrew  because  of  differences  and  attended 
separate  services  held  outside  the  church.  These 
services  were  conducted  by  the  famous  preacher 
Jonathan  Edwards,  who  came  to  New  York  about 
this  time  and  made  his  home  with  the  Smiths.  Thus 
a  strong  and  lifelong  friendship  between  the  two 
men  was  formed  which  was  to  have  a  lasting  in¬ 
fluence  on  the  life  and  career  of  Reverend  John  Smith, 
son  of  Thomas  Smith. 

Thomas  Smith  married,  May  13,  1696,  Susanna 
Odell,  daughter  of  Thomas  Odell  of  Newport 
Pagnell,  Buckinghamshire,  England. 


Children: 

( 1 )  William,  born  in  Newport  Pagnell,  Bucking¬ 
hamshire,  England,  October  8,  1697,  and  died  in 
New  York,  November  22,  1769.  He  came  to 
America  with  his  father  in  1715  and  entered 
Yale  College.  He  received  the  degree  of  M.A. 
in  1722.  In  October  of  that  year  the  College 
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was  left  without  tutors  because  of  the  conversion 
of  Rector  Cutler  and  Tutor  Browne  to  the 
Episcopacy  and  Mr.  Smith,  a  staunch  Calvinist, 
was  chosen  junior  tutor.  He  served  in  this 
capacity  until  1724,  and  during  this  period 
when  the  college  was  without  a  rector  built  it 
up  from  its  languishing  state  through  his  energy 
and  ability.  He  left  New  Haven  for  New  York 
where  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  May  20,  1724. 
His  eloquence  and  address  soon  brought  him 
into  notice,  but  in  1733  he  was  disbarred  because 
of  his  participation  as  counsel  in  a  lawsuit  against 
Governor  William  Cosby,  where  the  principle 
involved  was  the  right  of  the  provincial  council 
to  provide  a  salary  for  one  of  their  own  number 
as  acting  governor  during  the  interval  between 
the  death  of  one  royal  appointee  and  the 
arrival  of  another.  He  was  restored  in  1736  and 
his  son,  William,  the  historian,  related  as  an 
instance  of  his  eloquence  that  by  his  consummate 
art  in  telling  the  story  of  the  crucifixion,  he 
succeeded  in  inducing  the  New  York  assembly  to 
reject  all  the  votes  of  the  Jewish  members,  and 
thus  established  the  disputed  election  of  his 
client.  He  also  practiced  extensively  in 
Connecticut,  and,  in  1743-4,  was  counsel  for 
that  colony  in  their  case  against  the  Mohegan 
Indians.  He  was  appointed  attorney-general 
and  advocate-general  by  Governor  George 
Clinton  in  1751,  succeeding  Richard  Bradley, 
and  served  one  year,  but  was  not  confirmed  by 
the  royal  authorities.  He  became  a  member  of

the  Governor’s  council  in  175  3  and  held  office 
until  1767,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son, 
William.  In  that  capacity  he  attended  the 
congress  of  the  colonies  held  in  Albany,  New 
York,  in  June,  1754,  and  was  the  member  from 
New  York  of  the  committee  to  draft  the  plan 
of  union,  which  he  earnestly  favored.  In  the 
same  month  he  was  a  commissioner  to  fix  the 
boundary  lines  between  New  York  and  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  He  declined  the  office  of  chief  justice 
of  New  York,  in  1760,  became  the  associate 
justice  of  the  same  court  in  1763  and  held 
office  until  his  death.  The  "New  York  Gazette” 
of  November  29,  1769,  called  him: 

" A  gentleman  of  great  erudition,  the 
most  eloquent  speaker  in  the  province,  of 
an  amiable  and  exemplary  life  and  conversa¬ 
tion  and  a  zealous  and  inflexible  friend  to 
the  cause  of  religion  and  liberty.” 

William  Smith  married  (first),  May  11,  1727, 
Mary  Het,  born  in  Rochelle,  France,  in  1710, 
and  died  in  New  York,  August  22,  1754, 
daughter  of  Rene  Het  of  New  York.  He  mar¬ 
ried  (second),  May  12,  1761,  Elizabeth  (Scott) 
Williams,  daughter  of  Reverend  Thomas  Scott 
of  Norwich,  England,  and  widow  of  Colonel 
Elisha  Williams,  fourth  rector  of  Yale.  She  died 
June  13,  1776. 

(2)  Thomas,  born  in  England,  died  at  Smith’s  Cove 
in  Orange  County,  New  York. 
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(3)  John,  of  whom  further. 

(4)  Odell,  died  young. 

(5)  Elizabeth,  married  Thomas  Herbert  and  re¬ 
mained  in  England. 

(6)  Martha,  married  Edward  Roberts  and  remained 
in  England. 

Reverend  John  Smith,  son  of  Thomas  and 
Susanna  (Odell)  Smith,  was  born  at  Newport 
Pagnell,  Buckinghamshire,  England,  May  5,  1702, 
and  died  in  White  Plains,  New  York,  February  26, 
1771.  He  came  to  America  with  his  father  in  1715. 
Where  and  when  he  received  his  early  education  is 
not  known  with  certainty,  but  he  graduated  from 
Yale  College  with  the  Class  of  1727.  He  studied 
medicine  and  theology,  later  winning  renown  as  a 
physician  of  ability,  and  as  a  preacher  of  eloquence. 
His  history  for  some  years  after  leaving  Yale  is 
obscure.  He  is  thought  to  have  practiced  medicine  in 
New  York  and  also  in  Guilford,  Connecticut.  One 
of  his  children  died  in  New  York  in  1729  and  another 
in  Guilford  a  year  or  so  later. 

As  previously  stated  Rev.  Jonathan  Edwards,  who 
lived  at  his  father’s  house  in  New  York,  exerted  a 
strong  influence  over  John  Smith  and  this  un- 
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doubtedly  led  him  to  the  decision  of  entering  the 
ministry.  He  was  ordained  in  Rye,  New  York,  where 
the  council  of  the  Eastern  Association  of  Enfield 
County,  Connecticut,  met  December  30,  1742.  "He 
commenced  his  labors  with  zeal  to  the  great  satis¬ 
faction  of  his  congregation  and  the  chagrin  of  the 
Church  of  England  missionary,  who  had  been  labor¬ 
ing  unsuccessfully  to  stamp  out  the  Presbyterian 
element  in  the  vicinity.  A  man  of  rare  excellence, 
able,  earnest,  consistent  and  Godly”  He  secured  a 
home  in  Rye,  where  records  state  that  he  "bought  a 
house  and  two  acres  for  180  pounds  on  the  20th  of 
February,  1743,  of  John  Abrahamson.”  He  bought 
another  house  with  eight  and  a  half  acres  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  village  near  his  church  at  a  later 
date.  This  property  was  in  his  possession  in  1 7  5  6. 

In  1752  he  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Synod  of 
New  York  in  Newark,  New  Jersey,  and  he  and 
Jonathan  Edwards,  who  was  also  present,  joined  the 
Synod  as  corresponding  members.  Shortly  after  this 
he  became  a  member  of  the  Presbytery  of  New  York. 
All  evidence  points  to  the  fact  that  he  was  widely 
known  and  held  in  the  highest  respect  by  the  Synod. 
He  served  on  important  committees  with  the  most 
prominent  ministers  of  the  Presbyterian  faith  and  in 
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175  5  was  a  member  of  the  committee  to  visit  the 
church  in  Jamaica  and  investigate  reasons  for  the 
proposed  removal  of  the  Reverend  Bostwick.  He  was 
also  one  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  Synod 
in  1766  to  meet  delegates  from  the  churches  in 
Connecticut  for  the  purpose  of  "initiating  and  main¬ 
taining  a  friendly  relation  between  them.” 

After  a  number  of  years  of  residence  in  Rye, 
Reverend  Smith  moved  to  White  Plains  where  he 
made  his  home  until  his  death.  He  continued  to 
preach  at  Rye  on  alternate  Sundays,  traveling  the 
distance  on  horseback.  He  was  assigned  to  the  church 
at  Sing  Sing,  now  Ossining,  New  York,  in  1763, 
where  he  served  for  five  years.  In  1768  he  united  with 
his  congregation  in  petitioning  the  Presbytery  of 
Dutchess  County  for  an  associate  colleague  which 
resulted  in  the  appointment  on  October  1 1,  1769,  of 
Reverend  Ichabod  Lewis  as  associate  pastor  of  the 
churches  in  Rye  and  White  Plains.  Reverend  Smith 
always  retained  an  active  interest  in  his  congrega¬ 
tions,  and  he  preached  in  White  Plains  until  the  end 
of  his  life,  where  he  was  buried  in  the  church  yard 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church.  His  tombstone  is 
inscribed: 

"Worn  out  with  his  varied  labors,  he  fell  asleep  in  Jesus.” 
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That  he  was  widely  known  as  a  doctor  and 
practiced  medicine  during  his  ministry  is  proved  by 
the  following  entries  in  the  records  of  the  Vestry 
of  the  church  in  Rye: 

"January  12,  1747,  To  Mr.  John  Smith  for  Doctering 
Widdow  Merritt  in  ye  lung  fever,  one  pound. ” 

"January  15,  1750-51,  The  Justices  order  payment  to 
Dr.  John  Smith  for  Doctering  a  sick  woman  at  Benjamin 
Brown’s,  one  pound,  two  shillings.” 

and  also  by  an  advertisement  in  the  "New  York 
Gazette”  of  December,  1768,  which  states: 

"The  Reverend  John  Smith,  minister  in  Rye  and  White 
Plains,  is  possessed  of  a  Piece  of  Skill  for  the  help  of  Dis¬ 
tracted  Persons,  and  has  been  for  many  years  successful  in 
the  care  of  them,  but  being  advance  in  years  and  very 
infirm,  has,  therefore,  commended  his  Skill  to  his  son, 
William  Hooker  Smith.” 

Reverend  Smith  was  a  man  of  ' 'eminent  piety  and 
very  high  order  of  intellectual  ability.”  The 
historian  Webster  speaks  of  him  as  "an  able  and  useful 
minister”  and  "one  of  great  eloquence  as  a  preacher.” 

Reverend  John  Smith  married,  May  6,  1724, 
Mehitable  Hooker,  daughter  of  James  and  Mary 
(Leete)  Hooker.  ( See  Hooker  and  Leete  Lines.) 
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Children: 

(1)  William  Hooker,  born  March  23,  1725,  died 
before  1825.  He  was  a  physician.

(“Visitations  of  the  County  of  Devon,”) 
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ry-3  he  surname  Hooker  comes  under  the 
classification  of  place  names,  descriptive 
of  a  locality.  Many  localities  in  Great 
Britain  are  called  "The  Hook,”  an  ex¬ 
pression  which  is  doubtless  topographical  though  its 
precise  derivation  is  not  known.  It  is  probably  allied 
to  the  Teutonic  hoh,  hoch  or  hoe,  all  meaning  a  hill 
or  elevated  place.  In  the  fourteenth  century  the  sur¬ 
name  was  written  Atte  Hooke.  In  time  the  "Atte” 
was  dropped  in  favor  of  the  termination  "er”  giving 
the  present  form  of  the  name. 

The  first  record  of  the  Hooker  family  hereinafter 
under  consideration  is  found  in  Blaston,  County 
Leicester,  England,  where  the  will  of  Thomas 
Hooker,  dated  September  2,  1  5  59,  was  proved 
January  27,  1561-62  by  Cecelia  Hooker,  his  widow 
and  executrix.  He  is  said  to  be  the  Thomas  Hooker 
who  was  steward  for  the  Digby  family’s  landed 
estates  in  that  part  of  Leicestershire.  The  surname  of 
his  wife  is  not  known.  Their  only  son  was  Kenelm 
Hooker  of  Blaston,  who  is  said  to  have  been  named 
after  Kenellime  Digby,  Esq.,  a  witness  to  and 
"superior”  of  Thomas  Hooker’s  will.  The  name  of 
the  wife  of  Kenelm  Hooker  is  not  known. 
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Thomas  Hooker,  son  of  Kenelm  Hooker,  was 
born  in  Blaston  before  1  5  59  and  died  in  Marfield, 
Tilton  Parish,  England,  in  July,  1635.  He  owned 
lands  in  Frisbye  and  Gaddesby,  County  Leicester,  in 
1  5  86  and  removed  to  Marfield  before  1631.  The 
parish  register  of  Tilton  records  the  burial  of 
"Thomas  Hooker  of  Marefield  in  the  parish  of  Tilton, 
Gentleman,”  July  24,  163  5,  and  administration  on 
his  estate  was  granted  to  his  eldest  son,  John,  in  the 
Archdeacon’s  Court  at  Leicester,  January  11, 
1636-7.  The  Tilton  Register  also  records  the  burial 
of  "wife  of  Mr.  Hooker  of  Marefield”  as  of  April, 
1631.  The  name  of  the  wife  of  Thomas  Hooker  is 
unknown.  They  had  two  sons,  John  and  Thomas. 

Reverend  Thomas  Hooker,  son  of  Thomas 
Hooker,  was  born  in  Marfield,  Leicestershire, 
England,  July  7,  15  86,  and  died  in  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  July  7,  1647.  He  entered  Emanuel 
College,  Cambridge,  in  1604  and  received  the  degree 
of  B.A.  in  1608  and  after  completing  the  divinity 
course  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  College  in  1611. 
He  acquitted  himself  creditably  in  this  high  office 
and  won  universal  respect  and  admiration. 

He  left  College  about  1615  and  little  has  been 
learned  of  his  career  from  then  until  1626,  when  he

is  definitely  known  to  have  been  of  Chelmsford.  It  is 
certain,  however,  that  during  these  eleven  years  he 
preached  frequently  in  London  and  Cambridge  and 
once  in  Leicester. 

It  is  of  record  that  in  1626  Thomas  Hooker, 
"Lecturer  at  Chelmsford,  Essex, ”  was  silenced  by 
Arch-Bishop  Laud  for  nonconformity  teachings  and 
that  a  petition,  signed  by  forty-seven  members  of  the 
ministry  of  the  Established  Church,  stating  that  the 
signees  being  well  acquainted  with  Reverend  Hooker 
and  his  teachings  found  nothing  in  his  character  or 
teachings  to  warrant  the  severe  punishment  of 
silencing,  was  presented  to  the  Spiritual  Court.  The 
Court,  however,  took  no  notice  of  the  petition.  Mr. 
Hooker  continued  to  reside  at  Chelmsford  and  estab¬ 
lished  a  private  school  in  nearby  Little  Braddow.  The 
wrath  of  the  Arch-Bishop  was  not  appeased  and  in 
1630  he  ordered  Mr.  Hooker  arrested  and  put  under 
bonds  to  appear  before  the  Ecclesiastical  Court.  On 
the  advice  of  his  friend,  the  Earl  of  Warwick,  Mr. 
Hooker  determined  to  flee  to  Holland,  and,  though 
he  was  being  closely  watched  by  his  persecutors,  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  making  good  his  escape.  Upon  his  arrival 
in  Holland  he  became  assistant  to  Mr.  Paget  in 
Amsterdam,  but  soon  removed  to  Delft,  where  he  was 
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associated  with  Reverend  Forbes,  a  Scottish  minister. 
Two  years  later  he  accepted  a  call  to  Rotterdam  to 
assist  Reverend  Doctor  William  Ames,  but  after  an 
absence  of  three  years  he  decided  to  return  to 
England,  as  he  had  been  informed  that  times  were 
somewhat  more  tolerant.  He  found,  however,  that 
his  enemies  were  still  active  against  him  and  the 
Arch-Bishop,  learning  of  his  return,  again  ordered  his 
arrest.  Friends  came  to  his  aid  and  concealed  him 
until  he  could  set  sail  for  New  England,  where  he 
hoped  to  find  religious  freedom.  He  left  England  in 
July,  1633,  and  sailed  from  the  Downs  in  the  ship 
"Griffin  ”  His  peril  was  so  great  that  he  was  obliged 
to  remain  concealed  until  the  ship  was  well  out  to 
sea.  He  arrived  in  Boston,  September  4,  1633,  and 
from  then  on  his  name  is  inseparably  connected  with 
the  development  of  New  England. 

He  was  chosen  pastor  of  the  church  in  Newtowne, 
Cambridge,  on  October  1  1,  1633.  His  new  congre¬ 
gation  mainly  consisted  of  his  followers  from 
England  and  Holland  who  were  in  full  accord  and 
sympathy  with  his  political  as  well  as  religious  views 
and  he  served  them,  to  their  great  satisfaction,  for 
two  and  a  half  years.  Thomas  Hooker  was  a 
champion  of  liberty  rather  than  a  dogmatic  preacher 
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of  creeds  and  not  being  fully  in  accord  with  the 
theocratic  ideas  prevailing  in  Massachusetts,  where 
the  Church  was  supreme,  he  decided  to  remove  with 
his  followers  to  Connecticut,  where  he  felt  he  could 
worship  God  as  he  chose  and  have  freedom  to  work 
out  his  theories  of  a  real  democracy.  Accordingly  in 
June,  1636,  the  little  band,  with  Thomas  Hooker  as 
its  leader,  set  out  and  after  weeks  of  arduous  and 
dangerous  travel  reached  the  site  where  the  City  of 
Hartford  now  stands. 

When  the  Legislature  of  Connecticut  met  in 
Hartford  to  frame  a  constitution  for  the  new 
commonwealth,  Thomas  Hooker  preached  the  open¬ 
ing  sermon  on  May  31,  1638,  and  for  the  first  time 
in  history  a  written  constitution  made  by  the  people 
and  limiting  the  power  and  authority  of  their  officers 
was  advocated.  His  suggestions  were  acted  upon 
when  seven  months  later  in  1639,  the  colony  of 
Connecticut  adopted  its  Constitution.  One  hundred 
and  fifty  years  later  the  principles  laid  down  by 
Thomas  Hooker  were  embodied  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States. 

Thomas  Hooker  was  a  man  of  sublime  courage 
who  dared  to  speak  the  truth  as  he  saw  it  in  a  day 
when  freedom  of  thought  and  speech  was  virtually 
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unknown.  Cotton  Mather  says  of  him  in  his 
"Magnalia”: 

"He  was  born  of  parents  that  were  neither  unable  nor 
unwilling  to  bestown  upon  him  a  liberal  education;  where  - 
unto  the  early  lively  sparkles  of  wit  observed  in  him  did 
very  much  to  encourage  them.  His  natural  temper  was 
cheerful  and  courteous;  but  it  was  accompanied  with  such 
a  sensible  grandeur  of  mind,  as  caused  his  friends,  without 
the  help  of  astrology,  to  prognosticate  that  he  was  born 
to  be  considerable.” 

Rev.  Thomas  Hooker  published  many  of  his 
sermons  and  several  books  on  religious  subjects, 
dating  back  from  1629  until  the  time  of  his  death. 
Among  the  most  famous  are:  "Poor  douting 
Christian  drawne  unto  Christ, ”  London,  1629; 
"Soules  Preparation  for  Christ,”  London,  1632; 
"Soules  Exaltation  and  Soules  Possession  of  Christ,” 
Hartford,  1638;  "The  Unbelievers  Preparing  for 
Christ,”  Hartford,  163  8.  Posthumous:  "A  Survey 
of  the  Summe  of  Christ’s  Disciples,”  "The  Covenant 
of  Grace  Opened,”  "The  Saintes  Dignitie  and  Dutie,” 
and  "The  Application  of  Redemption.” 

The  name  of  Thomas  Hooker’s  first  wife,  whom 
he  married  in  England,  is  unknown.  He  married 
(second) ,  about  1 620,  also  in  England,  Susanna  Pym. 
The  only  clue  relating  to  her  family  is  obtained  from 
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a  booklet  called  "Trodden  down  Strength  by  the 
God  of  Strength  or  Mrs.  Drake  Revived.”  This  Mrs. 
Joan  Drake,  wife  of  Francis  Drake,  Esq.,  was  a 
daughter  of  William  Tothill,  Esq.,  of  Shardeloes,  one 
of  the  six  clerks  in  Chancery.  She  lived  at  Esher  in 
Surrey  and  Mr.  Hooker  received  about  1620  from 
her  husband  the  cure  of  Esher,  "having  his  diet  and 
lodging”  in  Mr.  Drake’s  house.  Here  he  married  Mrs. 
Drake’s  "waiting  gentlewoman,”  Susan,  who  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  custom  of  the  times  was  probably  a  rela¬ 
tive  of  the  family.  Francis  Drake  of  Esher  bequeaths 
in  his  will,  May  13,  163  3-4,  thirty  pounds  to 
Johanna  Hooker  "now  in  New  England  to  be  paid  to 
her  on  the  day  of  her  marriage:” 

Children  of  the  first  marriage: 

(1)  Joanna,  born  in  England,  1615-16,  died  in 
Newtowne,  Massachusetts,  April  28,  1646;  mar¬ 
ried,  in  1646,  Rev.  Thomas  Shepard  of  New¬ 
towne,  who  succeeded  Rev.  Thomas  Hooker  as 
pastor  when  the  latter  removed  to  Hartford. 

(2)  Mary,  born  in  England,  died  in  Milford, 
Connecticut,  February  4,  1675;  married,  in 
1644,  Rev.  Roger  Newton,  son  of  Samuel 
Newton  and  first  minister  of  Farmington, 
Connecticut,  where  he  was  installed  October, 
1652.  He  was  called  to  Milford,  August  22, 
1660,  and  remained  there  until  his  death. 
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Children  of  the  second  marriage: 

(3)  John,  born  in  England  about  1626,  where  he 
died  in  Maze  worth,  Buckinghamshire,  in  1684. 
He  came  to  New  England  with  his  parents  and 
returned  to  England  to  finish  his  education.  He 
took  orders  in  the  Established  Church  of  New 
England  and  was  vicar  of  the  church  in  Maze- 
worth.  Unmarried. 

(4)  Sarah,  born  in  Little  Braddow,  England, 
1629-30,  died  in  Medfield,  Massachusetts,  in 
1691;  married,  about  1647,  Rev.  John  Wilson 
of  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  son  of  Rev.  John 
and  Elizabeth  (Mansfield)  Wilson.  He  grad¬ 
uated  from  Harvard  College  in  1642  and  was 
called  to  the  church  in  Medfield  in  1651,  where 
he  remained  until  his  death. 

(5)  Samuel,  of  whom  further. 

Reverend  Samuel  Hooker,  son  of  Rev.  Thomas 
and  Susanna  (Pym)  Hooker,  was  born  in  163  3  and 
died  in  Farmington,  Connecticut,  November  6, 
1697.  He  entered  Harvard  College  in  1651  and 
graduated  in  1653.  He  entered  the  ministry  in  1657 
and  began  to  preach  in  Plymouth,  although  not 
regularly  settled  there.  He  was  invited  to  fill  the 
pulpit  in  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  but  declined 
and  remained  in  Plymouth  until  1661,  when  he  ac¬ 
cepted  a  call  to  succeed  his  brother-in-law,  Rev. 
Roger  Newton,  of  the  Farmington  Church.  He 
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preached  in  Farmington  until  his  death  and  was 
famed  for  his  eloquence  and  beloved  for  his  zeal  and 
kindness  towards  his  parishioners.  Cotton  Mather 
says  of  him: 

'  Thus  we  have  to  this  day  among  us  our  dead  Hooker 
yet  living  in  his  famous  son,  Samuel  Hooker,  an  able, 
faithful,  useful  minister  at  Farmington  in  the  colony  of 
Connecticut.” 

Rev.  Samuel  Hooker  married,  September  22,  1658, 
Mary  Willet,  daughter  of  Captain  Thomas  and  Mary 
(Brown)  Willet  of  Plymouth.  She  was  born  in 
Plymouth,  November  10,  1637,  and  died  in 

Norwalk,  Connecticut,  June  24,  1712.

(1)  Thomas,  born  in  Plymouth,  June  10,  1659,  died 
in  Hartford  in  1720;  married,  in  1686,  Mary 
(Smith)  Lamb. 

(2)  Samuel,  born  in  Plymouth,  May  29,  1661,  died 
in  Hartford  in  1730;  married,  June  28,  1687, 
Mehitable  Hamlin,  daughter  of  Captain  Giles 
and  Esther  (Crow)  Hamlin  of  Middletown, 
Connecticut.  She  was  born  in  Middletown, 
November  17,  1664,  and  died  in  Hartford  in 
1749. 

(3)  William,  born  May  16,  1663,  in  Farmington, 
where  he  died  in  1689;  married  Susannah,  sur¬ 
name  unknown. 
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(4)  John,  born  February  20,  1664-65,  in  Farming- 
ton,  where  he  died  February  21,  1745-46.  He 
was  one  of  the  most  noted  men  of  his  day; 
served  as  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
Colony  from  1724-32,  member  of  the  Assembly 
from  1699-1723.  Married,  November  24,  1687, 
Abigail  Standley,  daughter  of  Captain  John  and 
Sarah  (Fletcher)  Standley  of  Farmington.  She 
was  born  July  25,  1669,  in  Farmington,  where 
she  died  February  21,  1742-43. 

(5)  James,  of  whom  further. 

(6)  Roger,  born  September  14,  1668,  in  Farmington, 
where  he  died  April  29,  1698. 

(7)  Nathaniel,  born  in  Farmington,  September  18, 
1671,  died  in  Hartford,  November  21,  1711; 
married,  December  28,  1698,  Mary  Standley, 
daughter  of  Hon.  Nathaniel  and  Sarah  (Boozey) 
Standley  of  Hartford.  She  was  born  October  8, 
1677,  in  Hartford,  where  she  died  August  23, 
1753. 

(8)  Mary,  born  in  Farmington,  July  3,  1673,  died  in 
New  Haven,  November  1,  1740;  married,  July 
26,  1698,  Rev.  James  Pierpont  of  New  Haven, 
son  of  Hon.  John  and  Thankful  (Stow)  Pier¬ 
pont  of  Roxbury,  Massachusetts. 

(9)  Hezekiah,  born  November  7,  1675,  in  Farming- 
ton,  where  he  died  in  1686. 

(10)  Daniel,  born  in  Farmington,  March  25,  1679, 
died  in  Wethersfield,  Connecticut,  in  1742; 
married,  June  24,  1706,  Sarah  Standley, 
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daughter  of  Deacon  John  and  Esther  (Newell) 
Standley  of  Waterbury,  Connecticut. 

(11)  Sarah,  born  in  Farmington,  May  5,  1681,  died 
in  Norwalk  in  1759;  married  Rev.  Stephen 
Buckingham. 

James  Hooker,  son  of  Rev.  Samuel  and  Mary 
(Willet)  Hooker,  was  born  in  Farmington,  October 
27,  1666,  and  died  in  Guilford,  Connecticut,  March 
12,  1740.  He  settled  in  Guilford  about  1691  and  was 
the  first  Judge  of  Probate  of  the  District.  He  was 
repeatedly  chosen  to  represent  Guilford  in  the 
Colonial  Assembly  and  was  presiding  officer  during 
a  number  of  sessions. 

He  married,  August  1,  1691,  Mary  Leete, 

daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Fenn)  Leete.  (See 
Leete  Line . )

John  Smith,  son  of  Thomas  and  Susanna  (Odell)

LEETE 


•  -^IHE  surname  Leete  is  of  great  antiquity 

[Qx  and  figures  prominently  in  English  records 
since  the  eleventh  century.  Opinion  is 
divided  concerning  its  origin.  Some 
authorities  believe  it  originated  from  the  word  light 
and  the  fact  that  the  symbols  of  light  are  born  in 
the  Leete  coat-of-arms  and  crest  and  also  that  light 
is  pronounced  “leet”  in  several  dialects  favors  this 
contention  and  would  establish  the  name  as  of  Saxon 
origin.  Others  point  to  its  great  antiquity  and  note 
that  many  bearers  of  the  name  had  as  Christian  pre¬ 
fixes  the  names  Gervasius,  Robert  and  Matthew,  all 
of  which  were  introduced  into  England  at  the  time  of 
the  Conquest  and,  therefore,  concluded  that  the  name 
is  of  Norman  origin. 

Thomas  Leete,  of  Ockington,  was  a  landed  pro¬ 
prietor  of  Cambridgeshire,  England,  during  the 
reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  He  married  Maria  Slade, 
daughter  of  Edward  Slade  of  Rushton,  North¬ 
amptonshire.  Their  two  sons  were  both  named 
John  and  for  purpose  of  identification  had  the  place 
of  their  residence  added  to  the  Christian  name.

John  Leete  of  Dodington,  son  of  Thomas  and 
Maria  (Slade)  Leete,  resided  in  Dodington,  Hunt¬ 
ingdonshire.  He  married  Anna  Shute,  daughter  of 
Robert  Shute,  a  justice  of  the  King’s  Bench.

Governor  William  Leete,  son  of  John  and 
Anna  (Shute)  Leete,  was  born  in  Dodington, 
England,  in  1612-13,  and  died  in  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  April  16,  1683.  He  was  educated  for 
the  law  and  served  his  apprenticeship  as  clerk  of  the 
Bishop’s  Court  in  Cambridge.  He  was  a  keen 
observer  of  conditions  and  the  oppressions  and 
cruelty  practiced  upon  the  Puritans  aroused  his 
sympathy.  He  studied  their  doctrines  and  beliefs 
and  became  a  convert  to  Puritanism.  As  a  conse¬ 
quence,  he  was  obliged  to  resign  his  clerkship  and, 
knowing  that  prosecution  was  inevitable,  he  resolved 
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to  emigrate  to  New  England.  He  joined  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Whitfield’s  Company,  which  sailed  from 
England  in  the  spring  of  1639  and  was  one  of  the 
signers  of  the  Plantation  Covenant  entered  into  on 
board  ship,  June  1,  1639.  The  company  arrived  in 
New  Haven,  July  10,  1639,  and  Guilford  was  agreed 
upon  as  a  settlement.  William  Leete  was  appointed 
one  of  six  trustees  to  purchase  land  from  the  Indians 
for  the  Plantation  and  hold  same  in  trust  until  com¬ 
plete  organization  should  be  effected. 

The  land  was  purchased,  surveyed  and  laid  out, 
and  William  Leete  was  given  a  lot  opposite  that  of 
William  Chittenden.  His  lands,  consisting  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  acres,  were  located  in  the  south¬ 
western  part  of  the  town  and  named  by  him  Leete’s 
Island.  The  section  retains  the  name  and  the  land  has 
been  in  possession  of  his  descendants  almost  exclu¬ 
sively  since  that  time. 

William  Leete’s  experience  in  law  and  his  calm 
judicial  temperament  fitted  him  well  for  leadership, 
which  he  immediately  assumed.  He  was  clerk  of  the 
Plantation  from  1639  to  1662  and  a  member  of  the 
committee  which  was  entrusted  with  absolute  civil 
power  until  June  19,  1643,  when  a  church  was 
formed.  He  was  one  of  the  "seven  pillars”  of  the 
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church,  and  with  Samuel  Disborough,  represented 
Guilford  at  the  Court  in  New  Haven  in  1643,  where 
the  jurisdiction  of  New  Haven  Colony  was  planned. 
The  General  Court  met  in  New  Haven  twice  a  year 
and  William  Leete  was  a  deputy  from  Guilford  until 
1650.  He  was  magistrate  from  1651-1658,  Deputy 
Governor  from  1658-1661,  and  upon  the  death  of 
Governor  Winthrop  was  elected  as  his  successor.  He 
served  as  Governor  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  until 
1664,  when  the  union  with  the  Connecticut  Colony 
was  effected  and  was  elected  Deputy  Governor  of 
the  Connecticut  Colony  in  1669  and  Governor  in 
1676.  He  was  re-elected  annually  and  held  this  office 
until  his  death. 

The  historian,  Dr.  John  Trumbull,  said  of  him: 

"During  his  term  of  forty  years  he  was  Magistrate, 
Deputy  Governor  or  Governor  of  one  or  another  of  the 
colonies.  In  both  colonies  he  presided  in  times  of  greatest 
difficulty,  yet  always  conducted  himself  with  such  integrity 
and  wisdom  as  to  meet  the  public  approbation.” 

Governor  William  Leete  married  (first),  in  1638, 
in  England,  Anna  Payne,  daughter  of  Rev.  John 
Payne,  Rector  of  Southoe,  Hunts.  She  died  in  Guil¬ 
ford,  September  1,  1668.  He  married  (second), 
April  7,  1670,  Sarah,  widow  of  Henry  Rutherford. 
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She  died  February  10,  1673.  He  married  (third) 
Mary,  widow  of  Governor  Francis  Newman  and  of 
Rev.  Nicholas  Street.  She  died  December  13,  1683.

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William  Leete,  son  of  Governor  William  and 
Anna  (Payne)  Leete,  was  born  about  1645  in  Guil¬ 
ford,  where  he  died  June  1,  1687.  He  was  a  deputy 
from  Guilford  to  the  General  Court  during  his 
father’s  administration  as  Governor  of  the  Colony. 
He  married,  in  1670,  Mary  Fenn,  daughter  of 
Benjamin  and  Sarah  (Baldwin)  Fenn  of  Milford.  She 
was  born  in  Milford  in  October,  1647,  and  died 
June  20,  1701. 

Mary  Leete,  daughter  of  William  and  Mary 
(Fenn)  Leete,  was  born  in  Guilford,  January  11, 
1672,  where  she  died  October  5,  1752.  She  married, 
August  1,  1691,  James  Hooker,  son  of  Rev.  Samuel 
and  Mary  (Willet)  Hooker  of  Farmington.  (See 
Hooker  Line.) 
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
